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'GYAIN CHILAI is consid- 
¥{ ered the 17th incarnation of 
Karma-pa, the "Great Living 
Buddha" of the Karma Kagyu, or 
White, sect of Tibetan Buddhism. 
(The Dalai Lama heads the Yellow 
sect.) He was born the eighth child in 
a herdsman's family in Bagor, a tiny 
tural community in eastern Tibet, on 
26 June, 1985. 
Beijing's China Today, an official 
English-language monthly, seven 
years later rhapsodized: 


It was early morning when, sud- 
denly, the yurt was surrounded by 
the sound of conches and horns 
being blown. The children ran 
outside and saw an immense rain- 
bow overhead. Dashing back in- 
side, they could still hear the 
sounds of celebration outside. 
Soon other villagers came out and 
all agreed that the rainbow was an 
auspicious omen. 


The previous Karma-pa died in 
1981. According to Kagyu doctrines, 
only he had the right and ability to 
predict his reincarnation, or succes- 
sor. He left a will instructing his fol- 
lowers of the birthplace of his rein- 
carnation, but the will was not found 
until 1990. His successor was discov- 
ered in the summer of 1992 and was 
inaugurated in Lhasa in the fall of the 
same year. We don't have the date of 
this inauguration. 

The illustrated chart for 1:29 local 
time (19:29 UT, 25 June) is specula- 
tive. So are the geographical coordi- 
nates, 30N 97E. Venus and the 
Moon's Node rising in Taurus pro- 
vide as good a symbol as any for the 
rainbow -- if that reasoning bothers 
you, it is “early morning." The Sun 
is in Cancer near the Placidus III™@ 
cusp and the quarter Moon is in Libra 
on the VI". Jupiter falls on the X" 
cusp by equal house together with 
Fortuna (nocturnal birth, ASC + SO 
- LU). 

There are two T-crosses: 
Cardinal, Neptune opposing 
the Sun and square the Moon, 
and Fixed, with Saturn, Jupiter 
and Venus. Saturn in the VII" 
Opposite Venus can indicate the 
type of life the head of a Tibe- 
tan religious sect leads. At the 
lad's discovery and later inau- 
guration Saturn sets and Mer- 
cury comes to the IC, by 1° 
direction; not inappropriately 
for the sudden change in cir- 
cumstances and the restraints 
then experienced. 

It's a challenging chart. 


At Effective Epoch ? 

Margaret Millard has explained 
the Polar Prenatalistic system of the 
English astrologer George H. Bailey. 
We've tested it on a dozen or so 
charts and it looks good; very good 
indeed. 

Bailey originally described the sys- 
tem in a two-part article published in 
1954!. We have these articles but 
were never before able to fully un- 
derstand the rules. Now, aided by 
Margaret's insights, we can do so. 

It appears that Bailey originally set 
out to define a prenatal epoch that 
would work in higher latitudes, 
where the usual Trutine of Hermes 
fails. He then discovered that his 
method does not identify the moment 
of conception but rather the probable 
time of ovulation. From her study of 
an invitro fertilization case”, Dr. Mil- 
lard has come to the same conclu- 
sion. 


There are two simple rules: 


1. The RA of the epoch Moon (cal- 
culated with latitude) will equal 
the natal RAMC +/- 90°. That is, 
LU_ RA is conjunct or opposite 
the RA of the natal East Point. 


2. Natal RAMC (+ 0°, 90°, 180° or 
270°) equals epoch RAMC. 


The appropriate geographical co- 
ordinates for the mother's location at 
the epoch and the birth are used. 


1. Astrology, Volume 28 Number 4 (pages

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An Example: 

Male born 24 June 1973 at 40N49, 
74W 13.

During the likely period of ovula- 
tion/conception the mother was resid- 
ing at 41N39, 73W57. 

Birth RAMC +/- 90° = 112° & 
292°. 

The Moon has these RA's (latitude 
ignored for the moment) when in 20° 
Cancer/Capricorn. 

Tracking back in the ephemeris 9- 
10 months before the birth, the 
Moon is found in these places on 3 
September, 17 September, 30 Sep- 
tember, and 15 October 1972. 

BlueStar's Rectification Assist pro- 
gram was then used to find each time 


and the corresponding MC: 
Date EST Moon MC 

3 Sep 08:09 20°CN 15°CN 
17 Sep 19:11 20°CP 15°CP 
30 Sep 13:32 20°CN 6°SC 
15 Oct 03:30 20°CP 19°GM 


Each MC can be adjusted to square 
or conjunct 24° Libra, the natal MC. 
We could calculate the epoch and 
associated birth time for each of these 
dates and then decide the most ap- 
propriate by its closeness to the 
recorded time of birth and/or its ef- 
fectiveness when progressed to major 
events in the life. However, we may 
save time if we know whether the 
period of gestation was normal or 
not. 

When estimating the likely date of 
birth from the known onset of the 
mother-to-be's last menstrual period, 
a pediatrician assumes ovulation and 
fertilization were not separated by 
more than 12 hours, and that ovula- 
tion occurred 14 days after the onset 
of the last menstruation. The pedia- 
trician counts back 3 months from the 
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first day of that last menstrual period 
and then adds another 7 days to ar- 
rive at an estimate of the date of de- 
livery. 25% of babies are born within 
four days before or after this estimat- 
ed date; 50% within seven days; 95% 
within 14 days.

There are, as a rule, 266- 
270 days between ovulation 
and childbirth, with extremes 
of 250 and 285 days. 

To find the likely concep- 
tion/ovulation date from the 
day of birth, we can reverse 
the physician's calculation to 
find the onset of the last men- 
strual period, and then add 14 
days to arrive at the likely 
date of ovulation and the ear- 
liest probable date of conception. 

This amounts to adding 3 months 
7 days to the birth date and then sub- 
tracting a year. 

For our example: Birth was on 
June 24, 1973. The birth was neither 
premature nor unduly late. We add 3 
months to obtain September 24, 
1973. Add 7 days we get October 1, 
1973. And finally we subtract a year 
to arrive at October 1, 1972 as the 
expected epoch date. 

This is the day following the 
third of the four dates on which the 
transit Moon is in the position 
George Bailey's epoch requires it to 


be. We will use that date here. 

To obtain the RA values needed to 
interpolate the epoch and birth times, 
we used the CCRS92 traditional list- 
ing of coordinates for hours on either 
side of the possible epoch and birth 

times.

The two RAMC's are to be 
conjunct in the 4th harmonic, 
and the RA of epoch Moon 
must be conjunct (or opposite) 
the RA of the natal East 
Point. 

A simple way to proceed is 
to find when the RA of epoch 
Moon is conjunct (in 4th har- 
monic) the epoch RAMC, and then 
match this epoch RAMC with the 
birth RAMC.

which fulfill Bailey's requirements. 
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In this instance, birth and epoch 
charts share an identical Midheaven, 
22LB53. The Ascendants (28SG37 
for the epoch, 29SG15 for birth) diff- 
er however as the location changed 
between epoch and birth. 

The suggested birth time is one 
minute and 26 seconds earlier than 
the time recorded by the father. 

The epoch found by the standard 
Trutine of Hermes method was at 
17:46:30 EST on 16 September 1972. 

From the obstetric history, this 16 
September date seems very close to 
the onset of the last menstrual period 
prior to ovulation. It is an unlikely 
date for conception, given the date of 
birth and knowing the baby was car- 
ried for a “normal term." 

The two epochs do not point to the 
same time of birth. 

From our limited experience with 
it, the Bailey epoch may help rectify 
the time of birth. This is something 
we know the Hermetic prenatal epoch 
fails to do. Indeed, the consensus 
among astrologers is that the prenatal 
epoch (meaning the standard Hermet- 
ic one) must be rejected as a rectifica- 
tion tool. Perhaps use of the Bailey 
epoch will prompt a change of mind. 

We plan to continue experimenting 
with this alternative approach to the 
prenatal epoch and urge others to try 
it.

We ly in our second-story bed- 
room in North Tustin, Cali- 

fornia, when the house started to rock 
from side to side. With eyes half 
open I could read the large three- 
quarter-inch numbers on the digital 
clock. It registered four-thirty- 
something AM. The motion in- 
creased. This was a big one. What 
flashed through my mind was 

the January Lunar chart 
with that concentra- 
tion of seven 


planets 
in the Earth sign j 
Capricorn. And then a 
thought arose during the huge 
silence that followed. What would a 
really accurate horoscope for the 
earthquake look like if it included all 
of the corrections and declinations 
that are often missing? 

Later, turning on the TV, different 
announcers quoted somewhat differ- 
ent times for the initial shock. We 
learned that the epicenter was thought 
to be in Northridge, about seventy 
miles away. Where in Northridge is 
at this moment uncertain. But to give 
you an idea of how severe it was, 
even from that distance the "Big A" 


at Anaheim Stadium -- easily seen 
from our house in the daytime — had 
fallen into the stands. Speculation 
exists that slippage occurred along a 
fault that CalTech scientists might not 
have known about before. As this 
paragraph is being written a signifi- 
cant aftershock is occurring. Perhaps 
with California's economy down the 
way it is the "wounded duck" syn- 
drome is in effect. A farm boy can 
tell you that wounded ducks don't 
receive aid from the rest of the flock. 
They are jumped on after being hurt. 
As indicated, there are a number of 
approximations about this earthquake 


that might become 

clarified in the next day or so. For 
example, the exact latitude and longi- 
tude of the epicenter are still a matter 
of conjecture. The location has been 
reported as being either under the 
town of Northridge (not a very large 
place) or the campus of California 
State University at Northridge. Tests 
on a trial horoscope show only a very 
small deviation of longitude (just a 
few miles) to the East will cause a 
rather large increase in the longitude

of the Ascendant. A small deviation 
to the West will cause it to decrease. 
Likewise, very small deviations in 
time will cause similar, but less pro- 
nounced ramifications. The Ascend- 
ant (and Midheaven), not the Moon, 
is most affected by these tiny varia- 
tions. Hence, the objective of devel- 
oping an extremely accurate horo- 
scope is to an extent thwarted. Never- 
theless, a horoscope was computed 
using the best data available from TV 
news coverage and the campus site. It 
is shown at Figure 1. 
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In addition to all those sextiles and 
trines that don’t look like earthquake 
aspects, one can observe the stellium, 
the square of Saturn to Pluto, and the 
square of the Moon to the Ascendant. 
For the specific inputs used, this later 
square is only 0°12.8' away from a 
perfect ninety degrees. It would not 
be surprising to find that later pin- 
pointing of time and location will 
close this small gap. 

A number of past articles and theo- 
ries on earthquakes now come to 
mind. For example, one point was 


that earthquakes are most likely to 
occur when the Moon is at an apex in 
declination. No such indicator is 
present here, because the declination 
of the Moon is closer to zero de- 
grees. Another is that a malefic plan- 
et will be found on the Ascendant. 
For this earthquake horoscope no 
planet in longitude is to be found on 
the Ascendant. However, the destruc- 
tive Mars (while dignified in Capri- 
corn) is in the first house along with 
Uranus and Neptune. This particular 
trio of planets, so close together in 
the last degrees of the first house, can 
be deleterious. Yet, their total power 
to create havoc of the magnitude ex- 
perienced might be questioned. The 
remainder of the stellium, i.e. Venus, 
Sun and Mercury, along with Saturn, 
are in the second house, and the sec- 
ond house is intercepted. These 
placements are in keeping with the 
enormous economic blows being suf- 
fered. 
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But another configuration is pres- 
ent that probably has the greatest 
impact of all. This configuration does 
bring large forces to bear on the As- 
cendant, confirming that earthquake 
theory. It is the Southern declinations 
the Sun, Neptune, Mercury, Venus, 
Uranus, Mars and the Ascendant, all 
within a band of 2°06.9'. Collective- 
ly, the forces generated would have 
to be enormous. Destructive Mars is 
the closest planet to the Ascendant, 
and this proximity results in the 
strongest influence. These alignments 
in declination are far more ominous 
than the aspects in longitude, many of 
which are harmonious. The Moon's 
early morning tangential pulling of 
the earth at Northridge could easily 
be the trigger to set these huge forces 
in motion. It is indeed a convincing 
earthquake horoscope and another 
example of the power of declinations 
that most modern astrologers are 
throwing away.

Editor's Comment 


Writing in the immediate aftermath of the earthquake, John Willner had the presence 
of mind to cast, examine and comment on the horoscope for the moment of the quake. 
He noted very meaningful indicators. I've had more leisure to seek out the astrological 
cause of this earthquake, clearly the Lunar Eclipse of 29 November 1993.

A Portrait from the Gilded Age

Diamond rings animate

N 1891 a long string of bad 
L investments had brought 
Mark Twain to the verge of 
bankruptcy. With creditors pressing 
on all sides Twain decided that the 
only course open to him was to pack 
up and sail with his family to Europe, 
where they could perhaps live on a 
more modest scale. Before leaving 
America Twain had arranged to write 
six travel letters at a thousand dollars 
apiece for the New York Sun; and it 
was partly as a journalist, but also 
partly as a sufferer from rheumatism, 
that he traveled south in the summer 
of that same year to the spas of Aix- 
les-Bains and Marienbad. He also had 
journalistic purposes in mind when he 
stopped over in Bayreuth, in Bavaria, 
for it was here that the composer 
Richard Wagner had instituted his by 
then world-famous operatic festival. 
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To reach our seats 

we step on certain toes. 
Between us and the stage -- 
a flock of crows. 


Now it is late in the evening of 
August 2. With the Moon moving out 
of trine to his Mercury, Mark Twain 
has just sat down to write his Bay- 
reuth piece. He describes the situa- 
tion the day before in Nuremberg, 
where he first "struck the inundation 
of music-mad strangers." Transiting 
Venus and Uranus are in square. But 
the Sun and Mars are also in separat- 
ing conjunction, simultaneously 
squaring Twain's Ascendant and trin- 
ing his Sun from the ninth house. ! 
Even if it has been some time since 
he had seen “such multitudes of ex- 
cited and struggling people," and 
even if he was hot and jostled, this 
man -- already driven "mad with ig- 
norant delight" by the early Wagner 
-- could with these paired aspects 
take the whole journey to Bayreuth in 
good stride, as a necessary obstacle 
in his own pilgrim's progress.

In his account of the Festival 
Twain continually oscillates between 
affirmation and rejection, between 
enthusiasm and cynicism. He claims 
at one point that he feels "like the one 
blind man where all others see; the 
one groping savage in the college of 
the learned, and always, during serv- 
ice...like a heretic in heaven." And 
yet in the very next passage he goes 
on to assert that Bayreuth has been 
one of the most extraordinary experi- 
ences of his life. "I have never seen 
anything like this before," he writes. 
"T have never seen anything so great 
and fine and real as this devotion." 
Although his itinerary is somewhat 
obscure, it seems that Twain left 
Bayreuth for Bohemia on Tuesday 
afternoon, 11 August. This would 
follow by two days a precise opposi- 
tion of Jupiter in Pisces to Saturn in 
Virgo -- one of those rare moments 
when selfless 
admiration and 
sardonic detach- 
ment are made to 
coexist. 

In seeking thus 
to gain rapport 
astrologically with 
another, we consider first the fleeting 
influence of the moon, which in this 
case merely had him take up the pen; 
but eventually we shall also have to 
take Jupiter and Saturn into account, 
if we wish to understand the general 
tone of his experience. Strand by 
strand a vanished moment is woven 
back together. A crumbling flower 
blooms again. And if this is not quite 
the essence of vision, still it is cer- 
tainly a great intimacy of the heart. 

Nevertheless, granting all the free- 
dom which humanism has bequeathed 
us as individuals, there may 
sometimes occur episodes in which 
we can regard ourselves without 
humiliation as automata in the service 
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of that time, Braudel's time, "which 
flows only slowly." At such moments 
we drain voluntarily towards eternity 
like clear water poured from a crystal 
vase... 

Let us return to the opera house, 
“grand and lonely" atop a nearby hill. 
Seated amid "a solid mass of fifteen 
hundred heads," Mark Twain is at- 
tending a performance of Parsifal, 
Wagner's last opera. Act II has just 
commenced. Now the music becomes 
hectic, frenzied, clashing. Kundry the 
witch and Klingsor the evil sorcerer 
are brewing virulent sexual magic. 
Concurrently the cafes of Bayreuth 
are experiencing a lull in business. 
Evening is descending over Bavaria; 
and along the rim of 
the solar system the 
planets Neptune and 
Pluto, after five 
hundred years, have 
come exactly into 
conjunction. Occurring at 8°37' 
Gemini this event opposes Mark 
Twain's natal sun with 1°03'. 

In spite of himself Mark Twain is 
deeply moved by Wagner's drama of 
passion and purity. "There was 
something strangely impressive," he 
writes "in the fancy which kept in- 
truding itself that the composer was 
conscious in his grave of what was 
going on here, and that these divine 
sounds were the clothing of thoughts 
which were at this moment passing 
through his brain." Later the spell 
abates and Mark Twain makes good 
his escape from the realm of the 
dead. Back in his hotel room he soon 
regains enough jauntiness to liken 
operatic gesture to the act of snatch- 
ing files from thin air. 

But of course this is to put too fine 
a point on it. Taking long years to 
come into focus, the epicenter of a 
Neptune-Pluto aspect no doubt 
spreads itself over several weeks, if 


not months. Still, is it not extraordi- 
nary that someone whose Neptune 
and Pluto are made prominent by 
natal aspects -- Saturn squared the 
one, the Moon conjunct the other -- 
should cross the seas and saturate 
himself throughout this period in the 
blandishments of a myth-mad com- 
poser? And is it not actually mar- 
velous that he should lend his sen- 
sibility to that very moment when a 
vast cycle closed and another began 
anew? Rendering blind service dec- 
ades before the discovery of Pluto, 
Mark Twain paints his daub on the 
spectrum of time, precisely at the 
point where its highest waves merge. 
His evening of connoisseurship thus 
becomes our portal on "that time 
which flows only slowly" in the heav- 
ing realms beyond Saturn. 


HE GNOSTIC'S ascent through 

the planetary sphere seems to lie 
at right angles to the historian's jour- 
ney through social time; and yet the 
one dimension can actually help de- 
fine the other. Thus, by sitting with 
Mark Twain during his Bayreuth rap- 
ture, we can learn to imbue heaven's 
austere geometries with lived, per- 
sonal meaning. On the other hand, if 
we view Mark Twain's experience 
from afar -- indeed, from the per- 
spective of the planets Neptune and 
Pluto -- then the deeper significance 
of his European exile stands revealed. 
Not only do wee see Twain as a 
writer undergoing a difficult phase in 
his career, but we can also perceive 
him with his high profile and long 
shadow as expressing certain strains 
that were fundamental to the times. 
In this way, by keeping the conjunc- 
tion of Neptune and Pluto before us 
as a master symbol, we can expand 
our discussion outwards from that 
evening in August 1891: from Mark 
Twain's immediate state of health, to 
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his conflicts as a major American 
writer, then to his ruinous career as 
an investor, and finally to the role he 
played as a tamed critic within the 
business civilization of the fin-de-sie- 
cle. For this was the age of monopoly 
capital, and Twain was faced with a 
crucial decision: Should he go on 
savaging the moguls, as he had done 
already in The Gilded Age, or would 
his talents take him elsewhere? 

As a master symbol the Neptune- 
Pluto conjunction has both an orbital 
and a zodiacal dimension. In orbital 
terms we consider the "nature" of the 
two planets, single and then in com- 
bination. In zodiacal terms we 
emphasize instead the qualities pecu- 
liar to the 30° arc of space in which 
the two planets are situated. 

By itself Neptune signifies those 
realms which are of necessity indis- 
tinct. Physically it "rules" such things 
as fog, oil, fumes, phantoms and 
aromatic compounds. Experientially 
it elicits vague states of mind ranging 
from dreamwork and inebriation, 
through creative inspiration to mysti- 
cal rapture. Pluto, on the other hand, 
is identified with transitions that are 
powerful, thoroughgoing and deep, 
whether these be alchemical, psycho- 
analytic, fissionary or volcanic. 
When resisted Pluto can be drastic, 
even demonic, while Neptune will 
insinuate itself like a thief in the 
night. 

When conjoined, the two planetary 
natures ideally should blend; but if 
the personality, or the era, is already 
out of joint, then the one planet or the 
other may predominate, often with 
detrimental results. For example, 
with Pluto holding sway unconscious 
wrath may be forced unceremonious- 
ly to the surface, as in pornographic, 
graffiti or Nazi atavism. Conversely, 
with Neptune predominant, under- 
cover power machinations may be 
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camouflaged over by flashy public 
relations gimmicks. While the con- 
junction at the personal level may 
indicate the onset of an obsessive 
delusion, at the cultural level it might 
presage the appearance of an entirely 
new medium for the dissemination of 
mass messages”. 

In zodiacal terms the conjunction 
of Neptune and Pluto took 
place in the sign of Gemini. 
Briefly, on a physical plane 
Gemini is said to rule the 
arms and the respiratory sys- 
tem. Mentally it involves 
a delight in ideas 
for their own sake, 
which may appear 
as versatility or 
mere glibness. 
Such traits point to 
media work or 
sales as suitable 
Gemini occupa- 
tions. The opposite, 
or reflex sign of Sagittarius is said to 
tule the thighs. It involves the search 
for ultimates, rather than for variety, 
and it instills a love for travel, so 
long as that is justified by some high- 
er purpose. Under the influence of 
Sagittarius one might take up work in 
journalism, the law, the academy, or 
some spiritual enterprise. 

Bearing in mind that both these 
outer planets opposed Mark Twain's 
natal Sun in 1891, without any fur- 
ther biographical data we could con- 
fidently "retrodict" a crisis period 
during which the individual was si- 
multaneously weakened from within 
and menaced from without. Or seen 
in a more beneficial light, the in- 
fluence could force open channels 
into the deep psyche, and even in- 
timate the presence of other worlds. 
Actually, for Twain all of these pos- 
sibilities were eventually experi- 
enced, but on the whole this was a 


trying time, a very trying time. 

The writer suffered chronic pain 
from rheumatism, which threatened 
to cripple his right hand. During the 
spring of 1891 the condition spread 
all the way up his arm to his shoulder 
with the result that, in his words, 
"Every pen-stroke gives me the lock- 
jaw."? 

Within a few months' time 
his handwriting had degener- 
ated so badly that at Aix-les- 
Bains he taught himself to 
write with his left hand. 
Twain suffered 
another attack of 
rheumatism in Fe- 
bruary 1892, but on 
this occasion he fell 
sick for several 
months with an in- 
fluenza that perma- 
nently weakened 
one lung. 

Astrologically we 
can thus link Twain's medical diffi- 
culties to the Neptune-Pluto conjunc- 
tion in Gemini, as this afflicted his 
natal Sun‘; but strictly in biographical 
terms we should look to a long-stand- 
ing literary dilemma as the proximate 
source. Twain's last considerable 
piece of fiction was a unwieldy fable 
called A Connecticut Yankee in King 
Arthur's Court. The plot revolves ar- 
ound an engineer named Hank Mor- 
gan, who is knocked cold in a bar- 
room brawl, only to regain con- 
sciousness in the vicinity of medieval 
Camelot in the times of knight erran- 
try. Morgan quickly adjusts to the 
situation, being nimble-witted, and he 
makes it his job to win over the 
Knights of the Round Table, "these 
big boobies,... these great simple- 
hearted creatures," to a more pro- 
gressive way of life. And for that he 
must put Arthur's Kingdom on a firm 
business footing. 


By and large the book sustains a 
slapstick, anglophobic tone, wherein 
the Knights, when confronted with 
real know-how, make repeated and 
absolute fools of themselves. Howev- 
er, the final chapters, written during 
the autumn and winter of 1889-90, 
reveal darker currents. Increasingly 
the character of the Yankee shifts 
from that of a jaunty efficiency expert 
to that of a testy autocratic boss. 
Hank Morgan becomes obsessed with 
his plan to destroy the feudal nobili- 
ty, in order that he might set up an 
industrial state, where "man facto- 
ries" could arise like a "serene volca- 
no, standing innocent with its smoke- 
less summit in the blue sky and giv- 
ing no sign of the rising hell in its 
bowels." 

Eventually the Yankee's meddling 
results in civil war, and he is isolated 
from most of his sympathizers by a 
Church Interdict. Along with a small 
band of loyal boys, the Yankee 
thereupon withdraws to a hillside 
cave, which his assistant has fortified 
with Gatling guns, land mines and 
electrified fence. There they are set 
upon by a horde of thirty thousand 
knights, most of whom they mow 
down row upon row. In the midst of 
the battle Morgan shoots current 
through the wire and he instantly 
strikes eleven thousand men dead in 
their tracks. "There," he exclaims, 
"was a groan you could hear!" 

In the final scene of the book -- 
“one of the most distressing passages 
in American literature"” -- Mark 
Twain, the beloved humorist, revels 
unabashedly in fantasies of mass 
murder. To be sure, there was always 
a virulent streak in Twain's charac- 
ter, and certainly there was much to 
frustrate him during the fable's com- 
position. But at a deeper level this 
concluding "homicidal tantrum"® tes- 
tified to a crisis in the author's own 
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beliefs about progress in the machine 
age. Between the pastoralism of 
Huckleberry Finn and the manic 
knavery of The Gilded Age there was 
a gulf which he could not bridge. For 
a time he waxed enthusiastic about 
technology as the solution to human 
want, but when he himself was vic- 
timized by this supposed redemptive 
force, then he lost faith in the direc- 
tion of things overall and retreated 
behind a blanket cynicism. "Hence- 
forth he worked as a writer in a kind 
of spiritual vacuum. His imagination 
was virtually paralyzed."” 


ARK TWAIN'S troubled rela- 

tionship with technology came 
to a head in his calamitous fascination 
for a machine known as the Paige 
Typesetter. Twain first met the inven- 
tor James W. Paige (who would be- 
come the prototype for Hank Mor- 
gan) in 1880. Taking Paige to be "a 
poet; a most great and genuine poet, 
whose sublime creations are written 
in steel,"® Twain initially bought a 
few thousand dollars worth of stock 
in the machine, which was then sup- 
posedly being brought to completion 
in the Colt arms factory in Hartford. 
(Hank Morgan, the superintendent of 
mechanics in an arms factory was 
“born and reared in Hartford".) Five 
years later Twain accepted a half-in- 
terest in the typesetter; which was 
still under development, for thirty 
thousand dollars; and every month 
thereafter he supplied Paige with 
several thousand more. Indeed, he 
poured his entire fortune into the 
thing, over two hundred thousand 
dollars in all. 

Having eighteen thousand separate 
parts, including 800 shaft bearings, 
Paige's mechanical typesetter was 
easily the most ambitious and com- 
plex device of its kind. Yet it was 
"impossibly delicate and high- 
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strung, Mid breaking down so often that 
it couldn't be relied upon to carry 
through a single demonstration, let 
alone function on the shop floor. But 
even if the typesetter had proved vi- 
able, it would in any case have been 
swept from the field by the new Mer- 
genthaler Linotype, which cast its 
own type from its own matrices in 
single slugs of a line's length. Ironi- 
cally, Mark Twain had been offered a 
half interest in the Mergenthaler 
machine in exchange for his interest 
in the Paige patents, but he happily 
refused in the belief that Paige's 
machine would generate annual rents 
on the order of fifty-five million dol- 
lars. 

Tantalized by the pros- 
pect of success and then 
devastated by the inevitable 
setback, Twain let the de- 
vice go on draining him 
until he was just about flat 
broke. In his nightmare the 
blood-sucker had a hole in 
its sock. Finally, after fifteen years of 
this, he accepted the typesetter's de- 
finitive failure. In January 1895 he 
allowed it to take on the “aspects of a 
dissolved dream." Neptune was satis- 
fied. It had enjoyed its little joke. 

Without the assistance of one Hen- 
ry Huttleston Rogers, Mark Twain 
probably would not have extricated 
himself from his obsession with the 
monstrous toy. The two first met 
casually on a yacht in 1891, but Rog- 
ers entered Twain's life as a true 
benefactor in September 1893, when 
he sent the author a check for eight 
thousand dollars to cover his imme- 
diate debts. Further cash advances 
and plenty of practical advice -- al- 
ways sensitively proferred to cir- 
cumvent the author's fierce pride -- 
were to be made in the years after, 
until the time when Twain was back 
on his feet. In the course of all this 
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the two men became fast friends. 
Rogers thought so much of Twain's 
work that he read his books over and 
over to his own children, while 
Twain went so far as to describe 
Rogers as "the only man / care for in 
the world; the only one I would give 
a damn for." And in 1902 he wrote 
of Rogers that "he is not only the best 
friend I ever had, but is the best man 
I have ever known."!° 

The fact that Mark Twain's regard 
for Rogers went far beyond mere gra- 
titude at first seems odd in a man 
who excoriated the plutocrats of the 
Gilded Age in print. For Henry Rog- 
ers was a genuine plutocrat and a 
tycoon of the first order'. 
As one of the chief archi- 
tects of Rockefeller's Stan- 
dard Oil Trust, he personal- 
ly directed thirteen of the 
twenty-six companies com- 
prising the Trust, and he 
was president of six of 
these. An unapologetic 
Boss, he ruled his empire with an 
iron fist. Rogers didn't pretend that 
he was in business for anything else 
but the money, and in his Who's Who 
listing he simply called himself a 
"Capitalist." Rogers made hosts of 
enemies because of his cannibalistic 
business practices, but to those he 
favored he could be the soul of kind- 
ness and generosity, as Mark Twain 
himself discovered. 

During the decade of the 1890's 
the activities of Henry Rogers and his 
like helped shift American capitalism 
from an openly competitive system 
rooted in the family firm, to a mono- 
polistic one based on the giant cor- 
poration, where "a qualitative in- 
crease in the concentration and cen- 
tralization of capital leads to the elim- 
ination of price competition from a 
series of key branches of industry.""° 
The flood of mergers which took 


place in these years brought about a 
"sea-change" in the economy as a 
whole; for example, it has been esti- 
mated that between 1898 and 1902 
alone nearly a third of all U.S. manu- 
facturing stock was directly affected 
by them.’ 

In the United States, more than in 
Europe, the 1890's witnessed an un- 
precedented fusion of industry, the 
investment banks and the state, such 
that by the turn of the century the 
largest industrial firm was controlled 
by the same man as the second lar- 
gest commercial bank, while the lar- 
gest commercial bank was controlled 
by the same man as the second lar- 
gest industrial firm. Both moreover 
had their interest well represented in 
the highest echelons of government. 
Thus, in the case of Standard Oil, 
Rockefeller funneled his petroleum 
profits towards dominating the City 
Bank of New York, then used the lat- 
ter institution to control Common- 
wealth Edison and what was later 
known as Anaconda Copper. These 
two firms in turn backed E. H. Har- 
riman in his ambitious railroad ven- 
tures. On the political front Standard 
Oil joined forces with other monopo- 
listic enterprises to form the National 
Civic Federation in 1900 in order to 
direct the Sherman Anti-Trust legisla- 
tion to its own ends. The Federa- 
tion's chief lobbyist in Washington 
was George Perkins, a partner of J.P. 
Morgan. Perkins had the President's 
ear, and he helped Roosevelt draft 
legislation that was intended to regu- 
late the Trusts. 

Vertically integrated through the 
mechanism of the investment bank, 
these vast corporate amalgamations 
luxuriated in a political climate that 
was nearly ideal. With their research 
capabilities, their capital resources 
and their economies of scale they 
quickly dominated the domestic mar- 
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ket and then, driven by an inexorable 
growth logic, “put on seven league 
boots"'* to break into foreign markets 
as well. In the process the monopo- 
lies all but drove from the scene 
those frontier entrepreneurs and Ar- 
cadian eccentrics whom Mark Twain 
most loved to write about. Did the 
writer not realize that in befriending 
Henry Rogers he was sitting down at 
the table of his enemy? For Rogers 
was not just a class enemy in the 
broad sense, but was one of those 
who struck a direct blow at Twain's 
creative roots in the small towns on 
the Mississippi and out west. 

During his long exile Mark Twain 
made several Atlantic crossings, at 
first to oversee Paige's folly, but then 
to restore his honor by paying off his 
creditors to the very last cent. Final- 
ly, having made good his word, he 
decided to return home. On the even- 
ing of 14 October 1900 he stepped 
ashore in New York, looking 
“younger and jollier,: said his friend 
William Dean Howells, "than I have 
seen him in ten years." But this 
should not have been surprising, for 
two reasons. In the first place, having 
emerged unsullied in his battle with 
debt, the great foe, Mark Twain for 
many Americans had become, not 
just a lovable humorist, but also a 
kind of shining protagonist in a capi- 
talist morality play. "Our friend en- 
tered the furnace a man," said An- 
drew Carnegie, "and emerged a 
hero." '7 

The second reason for Twain's tri- 
umph was astrological. During his 
voyage home, Jupiter had made a 
conjunction by transit with his natal 
Sun, which represented the fulfill- 
ment of a twelve year cycle of 
growth. This was fortunate enough. 
But more than that, on 20 October, 
five days after his arrival in New 
York, Jupiter and Uranus would form 
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a mutual conjunction at 10°06' Sagittarius. Indicating "blissful realization, for- 
tunate turns in life, a sudden change of destiny, a successful speculation,"!* the 
conjunction fell midway between the writer's natal Sun and Mars. More im- 
portant, though, it closely opposed the conjunction of Neptune and Pluto which 
had occurred almost a decade ago. After a treacherous journey in deep fog, 
Mark Twain could once more emerge and enjoy the ovations of his people until 
the end of his days.’° His gift for talk, a mixture of nostalgia and asperity, was 
irresistible; and few seemed to care that he gave comfort to his powerful friends 
by shifting the target of his invective from the obvious despoilers onto humani 
in general. oO 
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An Impossible Horoscope for 
Carl Jung ?

SUPPOSE as astrologers we 

I have all had the experience, 

sometime or other, of reading 
the autobiography of someone whose 
birth date and time are known and 
whose chart has been published, and 
feeling "I just don't believe it -- this 
is not that chart speaking." Some- 
times of course we could be right. 
People whose birth times are given as 
‘about three o'clock’ could really 
have been born at 4:00 or 2:00. 
However, as, all Americans and Scots 
and Germans and Swiss will tell you 
proudly, it couldn't happen in their 
countries because there the law pre- 
scribes that the exact birth time is 
recorded on the birth certificate. Carl 
Gustav Jung's birth time is recorded 
as 7:20 p.m. on the 26 July 1875 at 
Kesswil, a small village near Ro- 
manshorn on Lake Constance in the 
Swiss canton of Thurgau, so that is 
that!. Assuming that we are dealing 
with a precisely accurate Local Mean 
Time, and taking the Latitude and 
Longitude of Kesswil as 47°36' 
North, 9°19' East, we derive an As- 
cendant of 28° 15' Capricorn and 
Midheaven of 26°53' Scorpio. 

For some reason that I do not fully 
understand, published versions of this 
chart vary anywhere between 27° 
Capricorn rising and 3° Aquarius ris- 
ing. The Aquarius-rising pundits pre- 
sumably felt happier with their chart 
and thought that LMT could only be 


approximate anyway so that a small 
“adjustment" was justified. Since I 
want to make a considerably large 
adjustment I can't blame them for 
this, though I would have felt happier 
if the position had been made quite 
explicit to avoid any suspicion of 
mere inaccuracy in chart calculation. 
Published charts also almost invari- 
ably use one of the quadrant systems 
of house division, that is, most fre- 
quently Placidus though Dr. Koch 
used his own house tables and Dane 
Rudhyar used Campanus. For a 
change Fig. 1 illustrates the 28°15' 
Capricorn rising chart set up by the 
Equal House system which I per- 
sonally prefer. Because the MC-IC 
axis is only a sextile away from the

Ascendant-Descendant line this sys- 
tem displaces the Moon, Neptune and 
Pluto out of the III™ house, where the 
quadrant system places them, into the 
IV", while Jupiter moves up from the 
quadrant system's VIII" house into 
the Ix", 


OW after reading Memories, 

Dreams and Reflections, Jung's 
autobiography, I feel strongly that 
neither Capricorn nor Aquarius is the 
correct Ascendant -- whether the 
chart is in the quadrant system or 
Equal House form. 

Jung comes across to me as pri- 
marily a mystical and intuitive per- 
son. This is apparent even from his 
earliest years in his childhood home. 
His father was a Calvinist pastor 
who, in his later years, developed 
serious doubts and questions and may 
have even have lost his faith. These 
were never mystical doubts however, 
and Jung relates how, when he was 
being prepared for confirma- 
tion, when they came to one of 
the more mystical parts of the 
Creed, which interested him 
profoundly and where he had 
been hoping for a long in-depth 
exposition, his father simply 
said he didn't fully understand 
that and it wasn't very import- 
ant anyway, and went onto 
something else. His father's 
later loss of faith seems to have 
been largely due to a lack of 
mystical sense, despite his un- 
doubted devotion and sincerity. 
Carl, by contrast, always pen- 
etrated to and was reached by 
the Inner Reality around which 
the outward forms and defini- 
tions were only a shell. Sometimes 
the ways in which the revelations 
dawned upon him seemed highly ir- 
reverent, to say the least, as in his 
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six-year-old dream of God sending a 
shower of shit from the Heavens to 
fall upon the beautiful sunlit cathedral 
of his home town until it completely 
filled it. Somehow he knew at once 
what it meant, and never forgot it, 
though for obvious reasons he had to 
treasure it up in his heart for many 
years and never mention it to his fam- 
ily. 

Had Jung a Capricorn Ascendant, I 
believe he would have been content 
to accept his father's beliefs, as well 
as traditional beliefs generally, during 
his childhood, and only diverge from 
them gradually as he matured, when 
he would probably have gone in a 
more materialistic direction. One 
must of course note that Saturn, the 
chart-ruler, is in Aquarius, which 
accords well with his scientific bent, 
but Aquarius is not a mystical sign 
either. Indeed it is frequently quite 
strongly anti-mystical, though it can 
sometimes give those strange flashes

of genius-like insight which come to 
absolutely dedicated scientists. 
In addition to the Earth As- 
cendant and its ruler Saturn, we 
must also give full weight to 
three bodies, the Moon, Nep- 
tune and Pluto, all in Taurus in 
the III™ or IV" house according 
to whether you use a quadrant 
or an equal house system. If 
they are in the III then the 
likelihood of Jung having a 
highly practical, not to say 
materialistic, mental outlook 
must have been magnified 
enormously. If they are in the 
IV" then, with the Moon exalt- 
ed and in her own natural 
house”, he must have had an 
intense emotional identification 
with his own base and territory. In 
support of this there is the fact that he 
did actually build himself his own 
house with an eerie in which he could 
be entirely alone and meditate. Pro- 
ponents of the Capricorn (Earth) 
chart like to point to his partiality for 
stones. He felt drawn to one in the 
back yard of his childhood home 
when he was three or four and used 
to sit on it and withdraw into himself 
whenever he could. Similarly in later 
life, when he was directing the build- 
ing of his own home, he noticed one 
particular stone which he sensed 
immediately was "his" stone. He did 
nothing about it a while until he 
found the builders were not going to 
use it as it was the wrong size and 
shape for their purposes and instead 
were going to dispose of it or break it 
up. He then immediately intervened 
and set it up where he could see it 
and touch it. Even while I grant that 
all of this is highly significant, I do 
not, however, feel it is appropriate to 
a chart with Capricorn rising, even 
with three bodies in Taurus in the 
IV" house. His desire for a home did

not run primarily along materialist 
lines. What it does suggest is a chart 
with one of the intuitive, receptive 
signs rising and the Moon and the 
other planets in Taurus then tending 
to express themselves through a mys- 
tical sense of the inner meaning of 
earthly things. 


ET US now consider the possible 

alternative chart with Aquarius 
rising, which with an LMT birth time 
still manages to remain within the 
bounds of respectability. Here it is at 
Figure 2 with 3° Aquarius on the 
Ascendant and the Midheaven just 
into Sagittarius. Despite the respect- 
ability of the chart the birth time is 
already 14 minutes and 9 seconds of 
LMT later than that recorded on the 
birth certificate. 

This chart of course is hailed as 
that of Jung the humanist scientific 
visionary, the harbinger of the Aquar- 
ian Age. True it does get away from 
that precise “efficient executive" 
image which Capricorn conjured up, 
which might only too easily have 
turned him into the capable but rigid 
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head of a university department or a 
teaching seminary or hospital. But we 
must look at the chart as we would if 
it was that of someone we knew noth- 
ing about and studiously avoid the 
temptation of trying to read Jung 
back into it. What would we say of a 
chart with six bodies, including the 
Sun and Moon, all in fixed signs, and 
a fixed sign rising with either one of 
its two possible rulers also in a fixed 
sign? Surely that does not describeone 
of the most unfettered and intuitive 
thinkers the world has ever known, 
the explorer of dreams and the un- 
conscious mind, the possessor of un- 
limited sensitivity to and sympathy 
for the feelings and problems of those 
with whom he came into contact? 

If we are honest we must admit 
that this chart depicts a rather domi- 
neering personality (Saturn in the I* 
house in the rising sign and the Sun 
angular in Leo), who probably tends 
to be interested in social questions in 
a rather political way but who has 
intensely fixed views and resents 
anyone who differs from him (ruler 
Uranus in detriment in the VII" 
house within 1° of an exact square to 
Taurus Moon in E.H. IV" or quad- 
rant III", and co-ruler Saturn in I" 
within 1° of exact square to Pluto in 
Taurus). Prospects of success in per- 
sonal relationships for such a person 
would be extremely poor. The Sun 
rules the VII" house of partnerships 
and falls in the IV" house of the 
home (E.H.) or III™ house 
(quadrant). That by itself would only 
mean misunderstandings and decep- 
tions, but in addition Uranus, the 
planet of abrupt breaks and partings, 
is also in the VII" with its exact 
square to the Moon promising home 
upheaval and troubles with women 
generally. In this chart moreover the 
Part of Fortune at 15° Scorpio exact- 
ly opposes the Moon and squares 


Uranus, suggesting a terrible risk of a 
lack of fulfillment in life through 
unsatisfactory relationships, especial- 
ly with women. Yet in Jung's case 
we find exactly the opposite. In his 
childhood (Moon in IV") it was his 
mother who alone showed a truly in- 
tuitive understanding of him and gave 
him the love, support and encour- 
agement he needed, while in mature 
life his marriage to Emma was a life- 
long one, deep enough and strong 
enough even to survive the strain of 
his four years of auto-analysis°. 

Even with a Capricorn Ascendant 
the marriage outlook is not too 
bright. The Moon then rules the VII" 
house so her square to the Sun is just 
as ominous as if the Sun ruled it, and 
the Sun and Uranus with their exact 
squares (to Neptune and the Moon, 
respectively) are both still in the 
ViI"". It is slightly better than the 
Aquarian chart in that the Moon has a 
mutual reception with Venus, to 
whom she is also in sextile, but Ve- 
nus is in the VI" house conjoined 
with Mercury, so that harmony 
would tend to work out in his work 
environment (where it is true that he 
did have very good working relation- 
ships with women) than in marriage. 


OR the rest of this article I wish 
to argue for an entirely different 
chart which requires a birth time one 
hour and thirty-eight minutes later 
than that recorded on the birth cer- 
tificate in LMT. Before asking read- 
ers to spend time considering it, I 
must therefore advance some purely 
common-sense arguments as to why 
the recorded birth time is in error to 
this extent, for otherwise I am merely 
asking you to waste time. 
The crux of the matter of course is 
Local Mean Time and the general 
accuracy of times recorded before a 


standard time came universally into 
force throughout European countries. 
If Jung had been born in 1975 there 
could be no doubt that the birth 
time recorded on his birth cer- 
tificate would be correct to 
within a minute or so. Most 
people today are born in hospi- 
tal where there are prominent 
clocks installed which the ward 
sister or nurse in charge looks 
at as soon as the child gives its 
first cry, or as soon after that 
as she can. One hundred years 
ago however things were very 
different. Most children were 
delivered at home by midwives 
and although most families 
(certainly all well-to-do fa- 
milies) would possess a good 
clock, and most men a fob 
watch, neither the clock nor the 
fob watch would be likely to be 
in the room where the baby was be- 
ing delivered. If there were any diffi- 
culties or complications about the 
birth all considerations of what time 
it was would almost certainly be for- 
gotten until everything was safe and 
settled, the bed and the room had 
been cleaned up, and the father had 
been admitted to it. He, knowing that 
the law required the birth time to be 
recorded, would then ask when it had 
happened. The midwife would try to 
think back and between them they 
would agree on a time. 

Local Mean Time is also a mirage. 
We nowadays can precisely calculate 
the LMT for a small village like 
Kesswil but it is sheer illusion to 
imagine that people in the past ever 
calculated the precise difference in 
time between one village and the next 
and set their clocks accordingly. 
Time varies a little every time one 
walks eastward or westward, so in 
theory in LMT one should reset one's 
watch by a fraction with every step

one takes. What happened in practice 
was that originally times were stan- 
dardized near big ecclesiastical cen- 
ters which had prominent clocks, and 
these were set from sundials which 
recorded not Mean Time but true 
Solar Time (which varies a little in 
speed over the year as the Earth 
speeds up or slows down in its ellip- 
tical orbit around the Sun). Later on 
when railways began to spread over 
the countryside clocks were required 
to be synchronized between the main 
town stations and small stations in 
between, so that meaningful time- 
tables could be printed. Thus villages 
on railway lines tended to use railway 
time. If the line ran due North and 
South this would not produce anoma- 
lies, but if it ran East and West it 
could mean that the time used in a 
particular place might differ from 
Local Mean Time by half an hour or 
more. 

Unfortunately I cannot produce 
hard and fast data to prove that either 
railway time or midwife error could 
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have contributed to produce an error 
of one hour and thirty-eight minutes 
in Jung's recorded birth time. All I 
can say is that absolute precision in 
working out a chart for the time 
given as if it was a modern precise 
LMT, and then insistence that this 
“must be right," is simply pretentious 
intellectual wasted effort. Times 
recorded over a century ago in LMT 
are simply never accurate to within 
seconds or minutes. At best they are 
only good approximations. 


SUGGEST that Jung had a Pisces 

Ascendant and that his true chart is 
the one shown above at Figure 3. In 
exact LMT this works out as 8:58 
p.m., and the significant degrees are 


Ascendant 7°54' Pisces, 
Midheaven 20°01' Sagittarius 
Fortuna 20°56' Sagittarius 
Moon 16°24' Taurus. 


None of the other zodiacal positions 
differ importantly from what they are 
in the accepted charts, though as can 
be seen all the house positions are 
different. 

For those who prefer Quadrant 
charts the Placidus cusps are : 


xI® 9° Capricorn 
Xm" —-1° Aquarius 
1 0° Taurus 
I 29° Taurus 


Planets in the NE and SW quadrants 
do not change house positions but due 
to the inequality in size of the Placi- 
dus I-III" and VII""-IX" houses all 
the Taurus planets now fall in the II" 
house and Jupiter goes into the VII". 

I confess that I thought of Pisces as 
an Ascendant for Jung before I ever 
saw any record of his birth time or 
any of the published charts. I came 
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across his photograph in a magazine 
and immediately thought "he looks 
like a little shoemaker." I was inter- 
ested then to find out if his birth time 
was known, and disappointed when I 
found that my first impression 
seemed to have been wrong. After 
all, how could you argue with a 
Swiss recorded birth time - a birth in 
the homeland of the cuckoo clock! It 
was only later when I began to ana- 
lyze the published charts that doubts 
began to arise. Finally I resolved to 
test what sort of person might be de- 
scribed by a chart based on my first 
thoughts. 

A Pisces Ascendant provides just 
the qualities of mystical insight, intui- 
tiveness and, above all, gentleness in 
contact with other human beings 
which we know that Jung actually 
possessed and manifested, as wit- 
nessed by countless accounts written 
by patients and co-workers. The mu- 
table water sign has the effect of off- 
setting the general fixity of the plane- 
tary placements in the chart and, with 
its ruler Neptune also in a negative 
sign, it suggests an introvert quality 
to the personality which is not 
brought out by either Capricorn or 
Aquarius. And Jung unquestionably 
was an introvert, as his own account 
of his childhood and later life unmis- 
takably shows. There is also a quality 
of "either-or, neither-nor" about this 
Sign which enabled him, as no other 
sign possibly could have done, to 
keep half his hand always hidden, so 
that he could spend his life research- 
ing "exploded" and despised subjects 
like Alchemy and advancing mystical 
theories like that of the Collective 
Unconscious while remaining at the 
same time always a respected scien- 
tist and doctor. His field of study was 
the human psyche, which he always 
conceived of in unlimited Piscean 
terms, but he always saw himself as 


the scientist and couched his articles 
and theses in scientific wording. As a 
result it was always hard for his de- 
tractors to come fully to grips with 
him to discredit him. His field was so 
wide, his erudition so enormous, and 
his reputation so impressive and ill- 
defined that he slipped out of their 
grasp. It was only after his death, 
when his collected works began to 
become available all together in an 
edition of over twenty volumes, that 
it became possible for the first time 
to understand the overall tendency of 
his studies and to assess his real con- 
tribution to human knowledge. 


O APPRECIATE to the full the 

appropriateness of this Ascendant 
for Jung's life as a whole it is neces- 
sary to consider both its rulers. In the 
traditional view of course Jupiter is 
the ruler, and I suggest this rulership 
is still fully operative alongside that 
of Neptune. We find a very strong 
and well-aspected Jupiter, well placed 
in the congenial sign of Libra, in sex- 
tile to Mars, the Midheaven and For- 
tuna, and in trine to Saturn. By Equal 
House division, he is in the VIII" 
house; by Placidus in the VII". Eith- 
er position will be a powerful testi- 
mony to a happy and peaceful mar- 
riage. One's own ruler well aspected 
and placed in the sign Libra always 
shows that one possesses the personal 
qualities which are essential to relate 
well to another person and of course 
a VII" or VIII" house placing simply 
increases the likelihood of meeting 
the ideal other person, which we 
know that Jung actually did. The 
close sextile to Fortuna, conjoined 
with the Midheaven and Mars, testi- 
fies both to his enormous legacy and 
to the success and renown he 
achieved in his lifetime. No other 
psychologist apart from Freud can vie 
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with Jung in terms of legendary repu- 
tation. In Freud's case the reputation 
he achieved was always clouded with 
contention and opposition because of 
the insistent sexual emphasis of his 
theories. Jung, by contrast, preserved 
more balance by removing much of 
the sexual emphasis and interpreting 
the motivation latent in the subcon- 
scious and unconscious strata of the 
mind much more widely (Jupiter in 
Libra in the VIII", exactly trine to 
Saturn in Aquarius in the XII"), 
Gradually, therefore, he tends more 
and more to be recognized as the true 
king of psychology. 


HE OTHER ruler, Neptune, 

immediately provides us with the 
spur which drove Jung to study and 
delve in the recesses of the human 
psyche in the precise way he did. 
Neptune falls in the E.H. second 
house but in fairly close conjunction 
with the III house cusp, and it has 
an exact square with the Sun, which 
is similarly in the V" house but close 
to the VI" house cusp. [By the quad- 
rant system the Sun is just into the 
VI" house but Neptune is well back 
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in the II™, close to the cusp of that 
house.] What makes this so signifi- 
cant is the fact that to all intents and 
purposes neither Neptune nor the Sun 
have any other aspects besides this 
one square’. A chart in which the 
Sun lacks aspects indicates a person- 
ality who experiences a dearth of 
opportunity to express the true inner 
nature and feelings. That this was 
true of Jung in his childhood is abun- 
dantly evident from the first three 
chapters of Memories, Dreams and 
Reflections. When no aspects at all 
are present what usually occurs is a 
kind of split between the outer self, 
which may be quite successful and 
apparently well integrated with the 
world, and an inner self which is 
strong and of the nature of the sign in 
which the Sun is placed but which 
only manifests now and then when 
there is the opportunity to be 
“someone different," for example, 
on a vacation, or during an encounter 
with strangers in another town. It 
may sometimes be one of the factors 
which are operative in the trans-sexu- 
al syndrome, causing the desire to 
change the sex, or it may produce a 
Jekyll and Hyde personality. The way 
in which it operates and the intensity 
with which it operates will of course 
vary widely, but there will always be 
something to some degree manifest- 
ing along these lines. It shows up to 
some extent even when the Sun does 
have a few planetary aspects but they 
are all very weak ones. The position 
is quite different where there is one 
very strong aspect and besides that 
nothing. Now everything is channeled 
through that one vent. If it is a har- 
monious aspect then harmony and 
integration tend to result in the life, 
though often with a quite definite 
subconscious feeling of thankfulness 
for opportunities offered. When it is 
an inharmonious one, as in Jung's 
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case, then the person concerned has a 
compulsion to use it, but always with 
a sense of being driven by life to ex- 
press something despite trouble, op- 
position and a necessity to invoke 
something characteristic of the par- 
ticular difficult aspect concerned into 
his or her life. 

A square of Neptune, as chart ruler 
on the III™ cusp, to the Sun on cusp 
VI precisely describes the way in 
which the direction Jung's life took 
must have presented itself to him as 
his vocation. Right through his child- 
hood and adolescence, his daily life 
at home and his relationship with his 
father combined to make the spiritual 
life a problem for him. Somehow he 
had to resolve it and, because he did 
now want to follow his father into the 
Church but instead began to study 
along scientific lines, inevitably the 
problem began to appear to be one 
connected with human mental health 
and the nature of the psyche itself. 
Yet it never became to him simply a 
matter of looking at spiritual ques- 
tions as if they were nothing more 
than "things" to be put right by mate- 
rialistic medical procedures. Spiritual 
issues remained spiritual issues. 
These needed to be redefined and 
understood in new ways, but equally 
the psychiatric concepts of his day 
required to be expanded and reformu- 
lated to accommodate this spiritual 
element in man's total make-up. 
Jung's life was a spiritual quest de- 
veloping along scientific lines from a 
basis in a medical practice specializ- 
ing in the study of mental problems. 

One can sense the tension and the 
feeling he had of being driven to do 
what he did from his description of 
his first job in a mental hospital after 
he had completed his university stud- 
ies. He subjected all his colleagues to 
a minute interrogation upon their pa- 
tients and the curative methods they 


were using, only to come up at the 
end of a few weeks with the decision 
that the entire approach of the hospi- 
tal need to be changed together with 
the whole psychiatric practice of his 
day and age. This of course was Leo 
talking but Jung's words were not 
just the bluff and bluster of any aver- 
age Leo. He meant what he said and 
he set about accomplishing what he 
meant. The energy of the man was 
phenomenal. It is no ordinary person 
who can carry on a continuous pro- 
gram of study and research into high- 
ly recondite fields, write twenty huge 
volumes of essays, articles, theses 
and books, travel and lecture, and at 
the same time maintain a private psy- 
cho-analytical practice for which he 
became world-famous. Only a person 
with Mars on the Midheaven conjoin- 
ing Fortuna and at the midpoint of a 
Jupiter-Saturn trine could do it! 


if bac SATURN in Aquarius in 
the XII" also needs a few words 
of comment. No longer a chart ruler 
falling in the I* house, as it is with a 
Capricorn or Aquarius Ascendant, it 
now indicates prolonged, concentrat- 
ed scientific study devoted to the 
service of mankind, along lines which 
would be strange, hidden or little 
understood. The exact trine which 
Saturn has to Jupiter promises suc- 
cess in the work and a continuous 
succession of openings presenting 
themselves and insights opening up, 
but the equally exact square to Pluto 
in the III™ house also promises con- 
tinual severe problems and difficul- 
ties. The fact that Pluto is in the II™ 
would be another influence directing 
his studies towards the mind itself, 
and with a Pisces Ascendant he 
would tend to identify personally with 
the problems and mental and emo- 
tional tensions felt by his patients, 
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leading to an even stronger compul- 
sion to find a constructive way out of 
them. To this end his patience was as 
phenomenal as the energy to which I 
have already drawn attention. While 
at the mental hospital he conducted 
one long study of an old woman of 
sub-normal intelligence who could 
hardly even talk intelligibly, inter- 
viewing her daily for months on end. 
When Freud heard of it he asked him 
how he could possibly bear to be shut 
away for hours with a ghastly, boring 
old woman like that. To Jung, how- 
ever, such a question revealed an 
abysmal lack of appreciation of what 
he was really seeking to know and 
understand. He needed to be able to 
enter into the inward feelings of peo- 
ple as different as possible from him- 
self. Hence the psychology he devel- 
oped was essentially one derived 
from felt insight and never merely a 
theory applied from outside. 


YMPATHY, mildness and a 

fount of insight and wisdom 
which never failed to astound are the 
characteristics which emerge from 
one account after another written by 
people who came into close contact 
with Jung. Yet his chart contains 
three squares, each one exact to with- 
in one degree, anyone of which if 
emphasized in an unbalanced way 
could have brought disaster to his 
life. In my opinion the Capricorn 
Ascendant chart emphasizes the Sat- 
urn-Pluto square in just such an un- 
balanced way so that it would almost 
certainly have led to mental or family 
disruption. The Aquarius Ascendant 
chart emphasizes the Sun-Neptune 
and Uranus-Moon squares with an 
accent upon fixity which would have 
made him impossible to live with. 
This Pisces chart, however, tends to 
integrate all three squares so that 
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while Jung would be forced to ex- 
plore them he would end by master- 
ing them and being enriched by them. 

In delineating this chart so far I 
have only dealt with the Neptune-Sun 
and Saturn-Pluto squares. The one 
from the Moon to Uranus falls from 
the III™ to the VI" house in E.H., or 
from the II™ to the VI" by the quad- 
rant system. We must realize that 
there was always a degree of tension 
throughout Jung's life between him 
and other psychoanalysts and psychia- 
trists with whom he worked or who 
came into contact with him. Freu- 
dians felt he had betrayed their dog- 
ma. Orthodox medical psychiatrists 
distrusted his mysticism. 
His Jupiter sextile to the 
Midheaven made him too 
strong to be crushed or 
relegated to obscurity, but 
his very success and fame 
generated jealousy. 

The Moon-Uranus square also 
points to Jung's own somewhat pre- 
carious state of mental health. As a 
child he suffered a breakdown which 
made it impossible for him to go to 
school for about a year. [He would 
have several fainting fits each day.] 
Eventually it was only through his 
own exercise of will that he overcame 
this condition, when he realized it 
would prevent him studying and 
achieving the career he desired. In 
the process he established a pattern of 
ability to control, a tendency of 
which he become aware. Thus later 
on, when beginning to practice as a 
psycho-analyst, he realized he could 
not in good conscience allow himself 
to ask his patients to submit to 
something he had not undergone him- 
self. For four years he subjected him- 
self to auto-analysis, suffering fits of 
acute depression and disrupting his 
home life and endangering his mar- 
riage while he did so. Once again,

however, the process eventually be- 
came a foundation for his later 
strength. Nevertheless he always 
knew that the demarcation line bet- 
ween sanity and insanity was for him 
a very fine one. Sometimes he just 
had to enter the "underworld," and 
when he did so he said it was like a 
cavern opening up beneath his feet. 
Some of his writings deliberately take 
leave of reason and give direct voice 
to the world of Abraxas, the God 
who is neither good nor evil, sane 
nor insane, but somehow beyond and 
more potent than either. The Septem 
sermones ad motuos, "Seven sermons 
to the dead," written at a time of 
metaphysical agony, are 
the prime example. Yet he 
came through it all; and 
even these experiences 
eventually contributed to 
his strength. Fortunately 
for him, his Moon had her 
other aspects besides the Uranus 
square. Close sextiles to Mercury and 
Venus in the V" house testify to his 
great natural mental strength and re- 
silience (Moon-Mercury), sufficient 
to enable him to stand strains which 
would have unhinged most human 
beings, and also to his sympathy and 
capacity for love and humor (Moon- 
Venus), which provided a natural 
counterbalance to the strain and con- 
centration of his serious studies. His 
very good relationship with his four 
children also kept him constantly in 
touch with normal everyday reality. 


DO NOT feel it is necessary to 

undertake a det?iled examination 
of progressions and~transits over this 
chart to drum up even more support 
for it. If it doesn't fit as a character 
portrait, nor gives a recognizable 
bird's eye view of the life as a whole, 
by itself, then no amount of progres- 
sions can save the day. Alan Leo 


always used to say “character itself is 
destiny" and George Wilde similarly 
taught that "the birth chart shows 
what you will get; the progressions 
merely show when you will get it." 
Literally anything can be "proved" 
from apparently appropriate progres- 
sions if this basic principle is not 
borne in mind. I rest my case there- 
fore for a Pisces Ascendant on what I 
have written up to this point. 

Having said that I feel it is never- 
theless interesting to note that Jung 
died on the 6th of June 1961, seven 
weeks before his 86th birthday. On 
that date, corresponding to the 20th 
October 1875 by secondary progres- 
sion, the progressed Venus, ruler of 
the E.H. VIII" house in this chart, 
was at 3°47' Scorpio, activating the 
natal square of Neptune in Venus’ 
sign Taurus to the Sun in Leo, by 
opposition and square. In addition, 
Mercury ruler of the IC and the E.H. 
IV" cusp, the “end of things," was 
stationary in 15°12' Scorpio, close to 
the midpoint of the natal square bet- 
ween the Moon and Uranus. And 
Jupiter, placed in the E.H. VIII" 
house at birth, had progressed to 
15°32' Scorpio, even closer to the 
exact midpoint of the natal Moon- 
Uranus square! 

Correct charts do tend to produce 
appropriate directions. Somehow I 
begin to feel that this impossible 
chart might just be possible.

ERE IS a simple but very 
effective method that will 
enable the astrologer to pro- 


vide specific predictive advice when 
the birthtime is unknown. I use it all 
the time and have done so for the past 
20 years, even when working with an 
accurate time. 

It utilizes the minimal peri- 
ods of the seven classical 
"planets" (SO > SA):

N A DIURNAL chart, the Sun 

being above the horizon, com- 
mence with the Sun and allocate the 
initial ten years and nine months of 
life to it. The next period of 129 
months is then ruled by the classical 
body that rises next after the Sun, the 
one next met in the chart when going 
anticlockwise in longitude; the third 
129 month span is ruled by the clas-

born "around" 2 AM GMT

sical body following this; and so on 
around the horoscope circle. 

With a nocturnal birth, commence 
with the Moon and similarly relate 
the sequence of bodies to it. 

We'll use the above chart as an 
example. It was published in the 
same Winter 1954 issue of Astrology 
that contained George H. Bailey's 
description of his variation of the 
prenatal epoch (see my explanatory 
note on this elsewhere in this issue), 
on the very next page. Mabel Baudot 
wrote about it. 
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It's one hell of a chart. Neptune 
opposes the Pisces ASC and there are 
three conjunctions. The Moon is con- 
junct Pluto in Leo at the end of the 
v'4, and this pair sextile the close 
Saturn-Uranus conjunction in early 
Gemini. Also in Gemini, Mercury 
and Jupiter are together at the IC, 
with Jupiter closely square the As- 
cendant. 

If these weren't enough, there's a 
sharp square between the rising Ve- 
nus (Aries) and Mars (Cancer), and 
45° from each of these (at the 
VE/MA midpoint) is the Saturn-Ura- 
nus conjunction. The only body not 
mentioned in this sad listing is the 
Sun in the final degree of Taurus, 
trine Neptune, widely sextile Jupiter 
and Mercury, and inconjunct the 
MC. 

So who is she and what happened 
when? 

Margaret Rose Spevick was a child 
born in wartime London and named 
after King George VI's youngest 
daughter, Princess Margaret Rose. 
The child was raped and murdered in 
February 1954, when she was not yet 
12 years old. 

On December 24, 1953 she fell 
from a wall and broke her arm. In 
early February, when she failed to 
regain her health, her parents allowed 
a friend of the family, a male artist 
with a daughter the same age as Mar- 
garet, to take her to the seashore at 
Hove in Sussex, where he had rented 
a room. It was believed the sea 
breezes would aid her recovery. 

On February 6, the mother arrived 
in Hove to visit her daughter. When 
she was unable to get into the room 
the caretaker opened the door for her. 
The dead body of her child was dis- 
covered on the bed, completely hid- 
den by the bedclothes. She had been 
strangled sometime before six that 
morning.

The artist, William Sanchez de 
Pina Hepper, who had been born in 
Spain, was traced to Hendaye, near 
the French-Spanish border. He was 
returned to England, put on trial and, 
on 12 August 1954 at Wandsworth 
Prison, executed by hanging. 


ET'S SEE what this alfridary, a 
technique that's at least 2,000 
years old, tells us.

The Sun is in the II house so we 
know this was a nocturnal birth. The 
initial 129 months of life are there- 
fore ruled by the Moon, the second 
129 months are ruled by Venus, the 
third by the Sun, and so on, as listed 
in Table 2. 


Each 129-month period in turn is 
then split among the seven planets 
with the ruler of the period having 
the first part. The second part of the 
period is given to the planet located 
immediately before the ruler in longi- 
tude -- we now move in a clockwise 
direction around the circle. The third 
part goes to the one after that, and so 
on. The number of months each of 
these sub-rulers is given was listed 
earlier in Table 1. 

Table 3 lists the splits of the sec- 
ond span of 129 months, ruled by 
Venus in this chart. 

Like our Hindu colleagues, we can 
continue splitting these periods into 
finer and finer sub-periods. 


In doing so we continue making use 
of the same proportions. Thus the 
Jupiter part of the above Moon period 
within the Venus 129 months, is 
12/129 of 25 months = 2.326 
months. 

That raises the nasty question: 
"2.326 of what?" If the decimal re- 
lates to a non-leaping February then 
we mean 9 days, but if it's .326 of 
October then it's 10 days. This can 
be resolved using Julian Days, but 
that requires tables most astrologers 
do not have. We could also approx- 
imate and say each month has 30 
days, knowing we'll be a day or two 
off. 

I prefer to work by hand but, be- 
cause I may want to make finer and 
finer splits, I also want to retain rea- 
sonable accuracy. My solution is to 
work in solar arc. Each month is then

considered to be a Sign, 30° transited 
by the Sun. This is the same method 
Vettius Valens used back in the days 
of Imperial Rome. 

Using this solar transformation, the 
Moon's period within the Venus' 129 
months, starting 8 months after the 
Venus sub-rulership of the life began, 
i.e. 137 months after birth, amounts 
to eleven complete rotations of the 
circle (11 years = 132 months) plus 
5 * 30° = 150° (5 signs or months). 
At this time transit Sun is at 29° Li- 
bra (natal Sun at 29° Taurus + 
150°). From the ephemeris we find 
this to be October 22, 1953. 

Then, to find the length of the ini- 
tial sub-period (ruled by the Moon) 
within the 25 months of the Moon's 
period within the Venus 129 months, 
we calculate 


25/129 * (25 * 30) = 145° 


So the Moon's sub-period within 
its own part of the Venus 129, will 
extend from 29° Libra (its position in 
October 1953) to 24° Pisces (209 + 
145 = 354). There has been no fur- 
ther rotation of the circle, which oc-

For finer Splits: 
The proportions listed at the head of the table will ease the calculations. 
For example, Venus rules 8 signs in any 129-sign period. 
The Moon's part of Venus, VE-LU = 46.5° (from above table) 
by calculation, VE-LU = (8 * 30) * 25/129 = (8 * 30) * 0.19380 = 46.512 
Then Saturn's part of VE-LU (written as VE-LU-SA) = 
46.5° * 0.23256 = 10.8° or 11° 
and Jupiter's part of this, VE-LU-SA-JP = 10.8° * 0.09302 = 1.0° 
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curs each time the birthday Sun's 
place at 29° Taurus is passed, so the 
Sun is transiting 24° Pisces between 
the 11th and 12th birthdays, on 
March 15, 1954. 

Table 4 lists the solar arc for each 
sub-period of this type. 

For our example to split the 25 
years of the Moon, go to the column 
headed LU, which also gives the 
number of years the Moon has (25) 
and the proportion 25 is of the overall 
129 (0.19380), and go down to where 
the column intersects with the row 
marked "LU". The corresponding 
solar arc is 145°, the same value that 
we calculated earlier. 

Whenever a period is split into its 
seven parts, this is done in such a 
way that the ruler of the period rules 
the first of the seven sub-periods. 
Also, the body ruling the last of the 
seven sub-periods will rule the next 
period. Get these two sub-rulers cor- 
rect and the others will align in their 
right sequence.

The final Mars sub-period extends 
over 87° from 1° Virgo to when 
transit Sun reaches 28° Scorpio on 
November 21, 1955, as confirmed 
by the earlier listing of Table 3. 
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The complete split of the Moon's 
sub-rulership of 25 months (or signs) 
is listed in Table 5. 

This method is far simpler than my 
somewhat convoluted explanation 
may lead you to believe. Bear with 
me. It's worth the trouble. It works. 


ET'S RETURN to Margaret Spe- 

vick. How does this archaic al- 
fridary help us date and define the 
seriousness of this event? 

From Table 2, we know that in 
February 1954 the child had complet- 
ed the 129 months ruled by the Moon 
and was now in her Venus period. 

Table 3 indicates she was then in 
the Moon sub-period of this Venus 
time. 

Let's pause here. 

What is the nature of these two 
bodies in combination? Sugar and 
spice and all that's nice -- Venus and 
the Moon absolutely are what little 
girls are made of. That's assuming 
these two aren't badly afflicted, 
which they are here. 


Both the Moon and Venus are in 
Fire signs; not exactly locations these 
moist, earthy ladies prefer. The ris- 
ing Venus (she's intercepted in the 
Placidus I* in Aries) is squared and 
disposed of by a Mars that's unhappy 
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in Cancer, and the Moon is conjunct 
Pluto in Leo. Such aspects might in- 
dicate a deep sensual independence in 
a mature woman, but in a still de- 
pendent, innocent eleven-year-old girl 
they threaten outside dangers that 
could harm a playfully flirtatious 
"princess." 

The Sun, ruling the Moon-Pluto 
conjunction, has only technically 
good aspects, sextile and trine, but I 
read these all as afflictions. The trine 
is to the Ascendant-ruler Neptune, ill- 
disposed in Virgo and closely oppos- 
ing the rising degree. The sextiles are 
to the Mercury-Jupiter conjunction in 
Gemini, with Jupiter the co-ruler of 
the Ascendant in its Fall, opposite the 
Midheaven. [I know Mercury rules 
Gemini, but when in any tight aspect 
he tends to become overly influenced 
by the other planet -- Margaret would 
have been something of a chatterbox] 

Neptune and Jupiter, both angular, 
clearly describe Hepper (this decep- 
tive father-figure), the foreign artist 
who sweet-talked (Mercury's in- 
volvement) the mother into handing 
over her daughter. 

As Mabel Baudot said forty years 
ago, "the Sun is in the extremely 
dangerous last degree of Taurus, in- 
variably a degree of loss and 
sorrow." 

Mrs. Baudot went on to describe 
Margaret as: 


a very pretty little girl, with the 
breadth of face of Taurus, dark 
ringlets, and the merry and attrac- 
tive expression of Gemini. Also 
the sweetness of Pisces is discern- 
ible....[she] was very fond of 
animals. 


This Moon period within the 129 
months ruled by Venus is not neces- 
sarily as wonderful as their combined 
symbolism might suggest. Not ina 
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nocturnal horoscope, when Venus is 
rising before the Sun and is squared 
by its ruler Mars, and the Moon is 
conjunct Pluto and ruled by an af- 
flicted Sun. 

And we shouldn't forget that the 
Venus-Mars square has the dangerous 
Saturn-Uranus conjunction plumb on 
its midpoint. 

Let's now further split the key pe- 
riod indicated earlier in Table 5.

The child broke her arm within the 
Mercury sub-period. She died in the 
Saturn sub-period. 


We should check progressions and 
transits. 

Secondary Moon (direct) was op- 
posite natal Mars in December. At 
the same time the progressed ASC 
(SA in RA) was squaring progressed 
Mars. 

Secondary Venus (converse) at 
3°34' Aries trines natal Moon (3°21' 
Leo) and Pluto (3°44' Leo). Con- 
verse Pluto is 3°35' Leo! 

[By Primary Progression, see my 
explanation of this obvious but rare- 
ly-used method in Considerations 
VI:3, the Moon has come to 3°44' 
Leo, natal Pluto's exact position!] 

Transiting Pluto at 24° Leo sextiles 
natal Jupiter; Neptune at 25-26° Li- 
bra trines Jupiter; this pair are both 
quincunx the Ascendant. [Neptune in 
26° Libra is about to square the 
Moon-Pluto antiscion.] The solar 
eclipse of January 5, 1954, at 14° 
Capricorn, opposed natal Mars. 

Are these transits and progressions 
sufficient for the event? Secondary 
Moon conjunct Mars, and ASC-90- 
MA certainly warned of possible ac- 
cidents. They were appropriate as- 
pects for breaking the arm, which 
they timed. The eclipse opposite 
Mars confirms this. But do they sug- 
gest death? 

[Moon exactly conjunct Pluto by 
primary obviously does, but this is by 
a method not in common use.] 

There is that seemingly innocent 
trine by regressed Venus to the natal 
Moon-Pluto conjunction, and the 
closer trine to progressed Pluto. 
What harm could these trines possi- 
bly do? They could simply indicate a 
pleasant time: vacations at the sea- 
Side, lots of nice things happening to 
the mother, the child taking an inter- 
est in and showing a talent for music, 
painting, or such. 

It's true that natal Venus is afflict- 
ed. True, too, that Moon conjunct 
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Pluto in the radix is no aspect we 
would want for our own children.

I suggest that this trine only 
becomes meaningful, only becomes 
an obvious sign of the imminent 
danger, when we see that the ancient 
alfridary is also strongly emphasizing 
Venus and the Moon. 


INALLY, in Table 7 the Saturn 

sub-period of January 11 to Fe- 
bruary 13, 1954, the interval cover- 
ing the murder, is split into its seven 
parts. 

Death probably occurred during 
the night of February 5/6. Appro- 
priately this is a Venus time within 
the Saturn part of the Venus-Moon 
period. 

I hardly need to remind you that 
strangulation involves that part of the 
body traditionally ruled by Taurus, 
the sign Venus rules and where the 
Moon is exalted. 

Interpretation of each of the 49 
possible planetary pairings used by 
this alfridary are given by Firmicus 
Maternus in Book Six of his Mathe- 
seos Libri VIII (Jean Rhys Bram 
translation, pages 226-232). These 
readings naturally need to be adjusted 
according to aspects, house and sign

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Hephesstos and Vulcanos 


Hephezestos and Vulcanos 


WO issues ago, in volume VIII number 3 of this magazine, Prier Wintle 

provided intimate details of his life as evidence of the presence at his 

birth of a body in 12°20' Gemini opposing his V" house Jupiter. Based 
upon its apparent effect, Mr. Wintle named this hypothetical body after the 
Greek god of smiths, jewelers, masons and carpenters, Hephestos. At the end 
of his fascinating article, he asked readers to "try out" Hephestos in their own 
charts and to give him feedback about the results obtained. Prier informs us 
that he received several letters, each of which raised interesting points, but the 
one he found most helpful was from James E. Welsh of Limerick, Maine, whose 


letter is reproduced here: 


Dear Prier: 

I read your article with great inter- 
est. As an Uranian astrologer, I did 
your chart to see the activity in the 
area you refer to and found that the 
hypothetical planet Vulcanos is at 
10°02' Gemini in your chart. I sug- 
gest that your sensitive point is Vul- 
canos. In fact the definition you give 
for Hephaestos is the same as Vulca- 
nos. Hephaestos was the Greek name 
for the Uranian Vulcanos. See the 
enclosed photo copy of same from 
Handbook of Techniques for the 
Hamburg School by Ruth Brummond 
& Udo Rudolph (ISBN 3-920 807-26- 
5), which can be bought in the Eng- 
lish edition from Penelope Publica- 
tions, 7671 NW 6th Court, Planta- 
tion, FL 33324. It is sad that you 
haven't heard of this system before 
now... 

I looked in the ephemeris for the 
dates you talked about in 1974 and 
1975 and found: 


6/1/72: SA conj. VU, 70°02' 
5/3/74: Uranus 205°02' 
8/28/74: Uranus 205°02' 
9/29/74: Jupiter 310°02' 
12/9/74: Jupiter 340°02' 
12/21/74: Neptune 250°03' 
6/16/75: Neptune 250°02' 
10/24/75: Neptune 250°02' 


All of the foregoing make plane- 
tary contact with Vulcanos at the 
70°02' position. 

The speed of Vulcanos: it has a 
regular motion and a circular orbit, is 
presently at 107°03' with a declina- 
tion of 22°01'N. This is 37°01' from 
the point of your birth and equates to 
32'11"/year. I cast a chart for 200 
years in the future, the limit of my 
program, and get a motion of 
32'41"/year or 660.65 years/360°. 

The Uranians use the Meridian 
house system (cusp I = East Point) in 
general and an equal house system 
when investigating planets and/or 
sensitive points. I cast your chart for 
the three locations. The results: 

Natal: Cusp I 87°42', Vulcanos is 
in the XII". 

Dunedin, NZ: Cusp I 260°43', 
Vulcanos is in the VI". 

Cape Town: Cusp 1 72°29", with 
Vulcanos in the XII". 

I hope this sheds some light on 
your quest. I will be very interested 
in the outcome. 

PS: After completing this letter, I 
looked at the time you had meningitis 
and found that Vulcanos had solar 
arced to the midpoint of SO/NP ex- 
actly.

Prier Wintle writes: 

I have of course heard of the Uranian 
system but have never studied it. Cer- 
tainly Vulcan is the Latin counterpart 
of the Greek Hephestos. I avoided 
using the name because of the tradi- 
tion that Vulcan is a planet closer to 
the Sun than Mercury. The sheet 
from the handbook Mr. Welsh sent is 
actually the story of the Greek myth. 
The Latin Vulcan is more especially a 
God of Fire -- hence "volcano." 

I think it is quite possible that Wit- 
te's Vulcanos and my Hephestos are 
the same planet. I have described 
what led me to it and wonder what 
led him to it. However, I think the 
position I use (quite close to his) may 
possibly be more correct. 10°02' 
Gemini makes less sense in my birth 
chart than 12°20'. Also the slower 
speed (just under ‘4° per year) pro- 
duces a better correspondence with 
recent events in my life than the 
32'41" per year that Mr. Welsh pro- 
poses. This still does not rule out an 
identification of Vulcanos with 
Hephestos. 

Witte suggests a circular orbit for 
Vulcanos, which is astronomically 
unlikely to be quite exact. I believe 
that Hephestos has an elliptical orbit 
and that it is at present near aphelion. 
Thus it is moving more slowly just 
now than Witte suggests, but may 
move more quickly at a different 
time. 
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However, I feel that the period of 
660.65 years for one orbital revolu- 
tion that Mr. Welsh specified is 
probably a little short. I think it 
should be a little over 700 years. 
Unfortunately neither of us is likely 
to live long enough to clear up this 
point. 

Witte's Vulcanos would have tran- 
sited over my Venus-Pluto conjunc- 
tion in 1985, when I completed a pia- 
no tuning course in Edinburgh and 
went on to a job in New Zealand for 
a short while. Since Venus and Pluto 
are in the XII" house, I feel that the 
1990 transit of Hephestos when I 
was in a psychiatric hospital for six 
months in all (plus another 414 
months in 1991) is more appropriate. 

At the time I had meningitis the 
regressed Ascendant was exactly con- 
joined with PL/VE. 

Nevertheless, I still believe Mr. 
Welsh is right. We are approximating 
to the correct position of the same 
body. 


This is fascinating and perhaps very important. It certainly appears that the 
nature and general position of the hypothetical body Vulcanos that Alfred Witte 
(1878-1943) and Friedrich Sieggrin (1877-1951) postulated has been indepen- 


dently confirmed by Prier Mantel. 


Besides Vulcanos, adherents of the Hamburg School use seven other hy- 
pothetical planets, all transneptunian. These are Admetos, Apollon, Cupido, 
Hades, Kronos, Poseidon and Zeus. Fred Gittings (The Arkana Dictionary of 
Astrology) says of the Witte-Sieggriin system: "The adherents of the system 
claim that it is empirical, but the edifice is actually so far removed from con- 
ventional astrology that it is difficult to evaluate it against normal standards".

at Figure 1 answers many 
objections to other rectifications, it 
must be further explained and vali- 
dated in the light of:

3. The historical back ground of the

4. The accuracy of the Fixed 
Stars and symbolic interpre- 
tations for the degrees of the 
Ascendant, Midheaven, and 
Moon. 


HADOW CHARTS. 
Accurate interpretation of 

mundane events is impossible 
with only a national chart. This 
is comparable to saying that a 
grounding in national politics is 
sufficient for handling inter- 
national affairs. Though much 
can be extrapolated from a na- 
tional chart, knowledge of 
one's enemies and allies must 
include their history, attitudes, 
customs and crises, as well as 
our relative positions in the 
ongoing march of time. 

The Great Mutation chart re- 
flects the nexus of any individ- 
ual country with movements in 
the world at large. The moment 
of the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction's 
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appearance in an element that begins 
an unbroken chain of conjunctions in 
the same element is known as the 
Great Mutation. 

Two Great Mutation charts have 
shadowed our moves through history: 
the Fire Mutation of 1663 and the 
Earth Mutation of 1842. 

The American Revolution really 
began in Boston in 1775. 

If we look at the Fire Mutation for 
Boston (Figure 2), we find Uranus 
almost exactly conjunct the MC, in 
the same degree it held at the Decla- 
ration.

3° Sagittarius 
would be a logical rising for the 
Declaration of Independence, 
as it is the cusp of the VII" of 
protesters in Boston's Mutation 
chart. The Declaration reversed 
the Fire Mutation for Boston, 
the difference in the number is 
due to location and to the inter- 
action of other charts. 

If we take this chart further 
we see the Sun of the Declara- 
tion opposite the 1663 Neptune 
and Declaration Moon conjunct 
the 1663 South Node. Declara- 
tion Sun is quincunx the Muta- 
tion itself, which occurs in the 
VII" house.

The style and impetus of the Muta- 
tion was inimical to the survival of 
the colonists, Mercury, ruler of the 
Declaration X", in the Mutation I" is 
square the Sun-Moon opposition, 
sparking activity to resolve the con- 
flict between the public and the King. 
1663 Mars conjunct the 1776 North 
Node (at the 1663 IC) means inevi- 
table war. 1776 Pluto is just beyond a 
quincunx of its 1663 position and in 
the degree of the Mutation Nodes. 
The strain of the transits at the Decla- 
ration wear heavily on this Boston 
Mutation chart. 

At Philadelphia (ASC 26°31' 
Taurus), the Moon in Aquarius was 
crossing the X"* Equal House. When 
the wording was agreed to, the Peo- 
ple became King. 

The 1762 Lesser Mutation (Figure 
3) is likewise activated by the July 4 
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Fig. 3: 1762 Lesser Mutation 18°. They were observed to be active 
16:42 UT, March 18, 1762 during major U.S. events (see Part 
Philadelphia: 39N57, 75W09 2). The Moon of the 1663 Great 
(Boston: MC 25PS14, ASC 16CN24) Mutation chart is semisquare 10°50' 


of Mutables, Pluto at 25°19' 
Gemini forms half-squares to 
10°19' of Fixed, and 26°31' 
Taurus (the 1663 Ascendant at 
Philadelphia) activates 11°31' 
of Cardinals. Semisquares to 
the Mutation Sun (23°35' Li- 
bra) gives 8°35' of Mutables, 
adding strength to the 8°16' of 
the Mutation Uranus. Crucial 
points trigger the 8-11° area, 
sufficient to show activity in 
Colonial timing and affairs, 
particularly as they fit into the 
grander/global scheme of 
things. 

Since the Revolution began in 
Boston, we can expect those 
events to resonate to the 3°30' 
Gemini rising, which produces 
chart: The Jupiter-Saturn con- 18° of Cardinal semisquares. 
junction at 12°21‘ Aries, al- 
most exactly on the X" cusp 
(E.H.) at Philadelphia, is set 
off by the 1776 Cancer Sun. 
The ruling Moon, at the VII", 
indicates a period where the 
people are against themselves 
and (square to the Mutation) 
against the existing order. 
Three planets sit in the 1-3° 
area, Mercury, Pluto and Mars, 
all to be triggered by the 2° 
Sagittarius Ascendant of the 
Declaration. 

As would be expected, the 
transits, as represented by the 
chart for the Declaration of 
Independence, resonate to and 
reflect the Mutation charts of 
the times.

MC at Philadelphia for the 
1663 Great Mutation is 4°40’ 
Aquarius, sparking 19°40' of 
Mutables as trigger points. In 
addition, 17°18‘ at the declara- 
tion MC is within orb of the 
18° that often shows up in tran- 
sits and progressions. 

At the Declaration, 18° Leo 
is the Mars/Saturn midpoint: a 
powerful point that manifests in 
crisis and death. 

The 1802 Lesser Mutation 
has 2°52' Aquarius on the MC 
at Washington D.C. (Figure 4), 
which activates 17°52' of Mu- 
tables, close enough to 18° to 
be viable. One can see how 
these degree areas show up on 
U.S. activity, whether or not 
they are on the selected incep- 
tion chart, and how they rein- 
force and propel the degree 
areas already there. This Lesser 
Mutation in Earth, the forecast 
of 1842, gives us Neptune at 
18°52' Scorpio and Mars at 
just under 17° of Taurus. Ve- 
nus, Mercury and the Sun give 
half-square points from 9-11°. 

The 1782 Lesser Mutation 
has 17°15' Libra rising at New 
York (Figure 5), where the 
government was then based, 
which is sufficient to trigger 
17° all around and pump up the 
17° of the natal MC. Mars was 
at 18° Libra. Whenever any 
planet hit 18° in those years 
you could expect violence 
somewhere. 28° is the major 
point on this chart, which trig-

tal moved back) we have 19° Cancer 
on the MC and 16°25’ Libra on the 
ASC. Close enough to create the de- 
gree of activity noted. 

The most telling of the charts is the 
Great Mutation of 1842 (Figure 6). 
This is the real cement of 10° and 
18°. 10° Scorpio is rising and 18° 
Leo is at the MC. From that point on 
our entry into the world would be 
driven by 10° and 18°. 


The Battle of Hastings 
& other British cha 


INCE the United States began 

largely as a British colony and 
since the U.S. was not fully free of 
British interference until after the war 
of 1812, we can also find significant 
degree areas in the relevant British 
charts. 

The coronation of Edgar in 
973 (Figure 7) gives us the 
Moon in 18°45' Leo. Public 
pain will equate with bad as- 
pects to this particular degree. 
Between 23° and 27° we find 
no less than seven planets plus 
the MC: Sun, Mars, Mercury, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Neptune and 
Pluto. The Declaration Moon, 
activating all those planets, tells 
a tale of oppression. These po- 
sitions also give us a strong 10° 
half-square reflection. The 
Nodes at 1°15' Libra/Aries 
give us the DC Ascendant 
number in Sagittarius at the 
Declaration. The last war with 
Britain was fought when the 
capital was in Washington. 

The chart for the 1707 Act of 
Union that united Scottish and Eng- 
lish parliaments (Figure 8) gives us 
Saturn at 3°36' Gemini. Don't forget 


the colonists felt excluded from full 
citizenship. The entry of Scotland 
into the nation proper must have ran- 
kled the colonists, perhaps, more 
British in temperament than the 
Scots. Mercury is at 17° Taurus 
and, significantly, Uranus at 9°10' 
Leo was activated by the transiting 
Sun at the Signing of the Declaration 
on August 2, 1776. 

The widely-used chart of the Coro- 
nation of William the Conqueror (not 
shown), when relocated to Philadel- 
phia shows 2°41' Capricorn rising -- 
Sagittarius is the XII" house that 
undercuts this chain of authority. The 
Sun at 9°55' Capricorn gives us the 
ubiquitous 10°, and Saturn at 16°50' 
Virgo is less than a degree from the 
MC of the Declaration chart. 

Although these are impressive, the 
Battle of Hastings chart (Figure 10) 
gives a better emphasis because of 
the parallel historical significance.

The important degrees are: 


Moon 1°47' Leo 
Jupiter 2°10' Virgo 
Mercury 2°35' Scorpio 
Pluto 3°38' Pisces 


Most significant is Jupiter at 
2°10' Virgo. Agreement was 
reached as the Jupiter of the old 
order exactly joined the X™ 
Equal House of the New Order. The Torch was passed. William 
gained power by conquest. The 
founding fathers gained power 
by protest. The people of the 
land fought back. Henceforth, 
they and the law would be su- 
preme. 


ONCLUSIONS 
10° and 18° appear in 
many significant charts to 
which the colonies and the 
times resonated. They need not 
appear on the July 4 chart to be 
active. The continued impor- 
tance of 10° and 18° is due to 
the Great Mutation chart in 
Earth, drawn for Washington 
D.C. 
2° and 17° also show up in 
these charts, which both show 
the historical background of our 
new order and bring into focus

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The Nature of the Degrees 


NLY one last set of interpreta- 

tions need to be addressed to 
validate this 2° Sagittarius United 
States chart: the nature of the degrees 
themselves. The question to be re- 
solved: How does this chart compare 
with the most widely used charts: 7° 
Gemini rising and the Ephrein chart 
with 17° Gemini rising? 


TXED STARS 

The Fixed Stars appear to be of 
limited significance. The 7° Gemini 
chart has Aldebaran conjunct the 
Ascendant. As one of the Markers, it 
certainly fortifies our position as a 
superpower and our action at the time 
as historically significant. But, as 
Vivian Robson! relates, its benefits 
are seldom lasting. That is certainly 
not the case here. Castra, at 17° 
Aquarius, conjunct the Gemini-rising 
Moons, indicates malevolence and 
destructiveness. Although we have 
rebelled against our government and 
though citizen's blood has been shed, 
we do not perceive ourselves as in- 
nately malevolent -- only in response 
to violence perpetrated by others. 
While some may argue this point, I 
don't think we have ever spontane- 
ously expressed the violence and rage 
we now see in the Balkans. Dorsum 
conjunct the MC is unfortunate, 
which hardly describes either the 
government of the United States or 
the government of Great Britain, a 
superpower at the time. 

Bellatrix at 17° Gemini denotes the 
female warrior and dangers from 
sudden dishonor. As nations go, this 
does not seem particularly applicable 
to the United States, although admit- 
tedly women have had much more 
freedom to act out male roles here 
than in other cultures. Sadalsuud on 


the MC, the luckiest of the lucky, is 
said to cause trouble and disgrace. 
We can agree to the luckiest of the 
lucky, but the trouble and disgrace is 
a bit harder to justify. 

Denobola at the time was close to 
the 17° Virgo MC. Among other 
things it denotes a tendency to med- 
dle in other people's affairs. I think 
we can all see that in our govern- 
ment. The most interesting star posi- 
tion is Graffias, about 0° Sagittarius 
in 1776. It was conjunct the DC As- 
cendant during the Civil War, and is 
exactly conjunct our Ascendant now. 


YMBOLIC DEGREES 

The ASC, MC and Moon degrees 
of the three dominant charts will be 
compared using the Sabian Symbols” 
and Corelli*. The criterion must be as 
it has always been: 


1. The interpretation must fit the 
conditions existing at the time of 
the Declaration 

2. Continuing conditions still fit. 


I. The Ascendant 
(a) 7° Gemini rising 
Sabian Symbols: 


An Industrial Strike ...an 
emphasis on the instabilities of life 
as a dynamic for accomplishment, 
calling on the human spirit for 
constructive reorganization. 


The interpretation fits quite accurate- 
ly and can be stretched to reflect our 
compulsion to export our strikes for 
democracy abroad. It does not reflect 
our inherent adversarial nature and 
our perpetual engagement in war. A 
strike sometimes turns violent, but is 
merely rebellious in its natural form. 


Corelli: 
A steady smooth quiet existence... 
but his retentive mind will lack 
originality. 


Hardly a description of colonial times 
or of any long period thereafter. 
Although the American mind lacks 
philosophical originality, it has plenty 
of ingenuity and engineering ability. 


(b) 17 Gemini rising 


Sabian Symbols: 
Two Chinese men 
talking Chinese 
...everyday exclu- 
siveness on the in- 
tellectual side of experience... 
cooperation with fellow enthu- 
siasts in various areas of self-in- 
terest... when negative, a thor- 
ough dissipation of self through 
alien relationships. 


The Declaration was the result of a 
coterie of colonial deists and pragma- 
tists. We continue to thrive through 
lobbies and kill ourselves through al- 
ien relationships. We are decidedly 
not exclusivists relative to intellectual 
pursuits. We are exactly the opposite. 
No mandarin tendencies here. 


Corelli: A handless man. Birthright, 
personal prestige, or occult pow- 
ers give the native supremacy oth- 
er others, who will then be the 
material tools to carry out what 
the native has conceived...totally 
devoid of manual skill and practi- 
cal sense. 


While we could apply that to British 
royalty and to the southern gentry 
and slavery, it most assuredly does 
not apply to "Yankee ingenuity and 
common sense" which is the stronger 
self-image and observable reality. 


Considerations IX:2 


(c) 2 Sagittarius rising 


Sabian Symbols: 
Two men playing chess 


Among other things Marc Edmund 
Jones says, 


...the capacity for mobilizing eve- 
ty potentiality of self at any point 
in the chal- 
lenge of ev- 
ents...His gift 
of concentra- 
tion is his gen- 
ius of self-ful- 
fillment, when 
negative an 
unsuspected bigotry or foolish 
exactitude. 


We see in this degree the competi- 
tiveness and the adversarial nature of 
our culture and its institutions, par- 
ticularly the judiciary. 


Corelli: 
A warlike and aggressive nature 


If we are honest with ourselves, we 
have to admit that in these early years 
the colonists were constantly em- 
broiled in fights. Indians, Dutch, 
French, and eventually the mother 
country. Even now we get involved 
in fights, where our land is in no way 
being directly threatened. 

It is interesting to note the change 
that the DC-relocated chart produces: 


Freedom is for him a proud and 
jealous possession. There will be 
a sensitive, easy and natural dis- 
position, a simple somewhat un- 
prejudiced and whimsical spirit. 


Both Sabian and Corelli agree on 


the adversarial nature that our rising 
degree reflects. 
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II. The Midheaven 
(a) 7° Gemini rising 
MC 13 Aquarius 


Sabian Symbols: 
A train entering a tunnel 
...performance of community 
service...basic generosity, a read- 
iness to share its skills or 
talents...uncertainty, and a con- 
tinual trimming to passing events. 


While this applies to our gover- 
nment's largess in our modern era, it 
is the exact opposite of the conditions 
under which the Declaration was 
formed. The mother country prohibi- 
ted manufacture in the colonies, re- 
fused to share its skills and talents. If 
we go outside Jones’ interpretation 
we see some parallel with a possible 
tendency to put one's head in the 
sand. Or for the British government 
to be inaccessible to the colonists as it 
plowed ahead with its own agenda. 
The government that the colonist 
created however, was accessible to 
those who could vote. 


Corelli: 
An array of medieval knights, 
shields, doublets, and shabracks 
are showily trimmed with each 
warrior's own heraldry. 


Corelli correlates this to a love of 
one's home and ancestry and fine 
manners. It fits George III and the 
royal family, it is less accurate for a 
non-hereditary presidency and the 
parade of somewhat less than refined 
people who have been our chiefs of 
State. 


(b) 17 Gemini rising MC 23 AQ 
Sabian Symbols: A man turning his 


back on his passions and teach- 
ing from his experience. 
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An example of complete self-ob- 
session...a genuine peace of inner 
understanding... or...thorough 
dissatisfaction with the normal 
fruits of living. 


While elements of this degree and its 
interpretation apply, we are hardly a 
people who avoid jumping headlong 
into situations with an unreasonable 
expectation of success in the future 
and with respect for past experience 
that Jones further delineates. 


Corelli: 
One of the best zodiacal 
degrees ...a strong and merry, ac- 
tive and tireless, faithful and stur- 
dy nature, an industrious intel- 
ligence, a constructive mind, cap- 
able of creation and execution at 
the same time: a knack for trade 
and, unusually conjoined to it, ar- 
tistic taste. 


While this fulfills our image of our 
founding fathers, it does not fit 
George and Parliament or our long 
succession of presidents. The ones 
we revere were the exceptions, not 
the rule. 


(c) 2 Sagittarius rising 
MC 17 Virgo 


Sabian Symbols: 
An Quija Board. When positive, 
the degree is cleverness in making 
use of everyday insights and inti- 
mations, and when negative, a 
bondage to superstition and a sur- 
render to the unknown. 


Perhaps, a more pointed interpreta- 
tion of the symbol would be a tend- 
ency to seek direction from unknown 
sources rather than deal with what is 
in the here and now. Ideally, it would 
mean a viable combination of both. 


George III and Parliament were rem- 
ote from their colony and made deci- 
sions in their own interest and custom 
not in the realities of life in the colo- 
nies. The country was founded on 
religious, i.e. spiritual, non-material 
principles; and subsequent govern- 
ments have shown a tendency to- 
wards inadequate foresight and prov- 
enance based on observation of the 
here and now. For example, forcing 
citizens to fight in other people's 
wars, however noble, is remote from 
calculating the realities of their deaths 
and dismemberments and the impact 
on the social, political and economic 
state of one's own country. The Rev- 
olution itself was founded on non- 
material ideas as much as on necessi- 


ty. 


Corelli: 
A splendid castle by a river, 
whose streams have partly 
turned from their course to 
flow into the moat. Within 
the outward wall enclosure 
thriving gardens and 
orchards can be seen; in the 
towers, supplies of oil and 
wheat to last through long 
sieges, in the cellars, thick 
rows of dusty bottles; at the 
bottom of the dungeons, cap- 
tives loaded with chains. 
Laboring servants and watch- 
ful sentries are all over. The 
aged lord is carried through 
his domains on a sedan chair. 


This almost gives one a chill to read 
it. Corelli in interpretation says: 


Any activity by himself or others, 
must according to him be ordained 
to future welfare...He is, after all 
a skeptic, and harbors no ideals 
beyond and above his empiric 

self. 


Considerations IX:2 


We have George III as the original 
model of this degree, living on the 
Thames in his castle with moat, wal- 
lowing in comfort and ease while his 
subjects toiled and fought. (The colo- 
nists' perception if not the reality.) 

It also forecasts Washington D.C. 
on the Potomac, the White House and 
the panoply of government buildings 
and monuments, symbolic of our 
reputation as granary of the world. 
Today it lives on in the trappings of 
our leaders, the Imperial Presidency 
and the Imperial Congress, oozing 
with perks. Ultimately, the Puritan- 
ism of our founders, transforms into 
secular humanism, a belief in nothing 
but the morality of self-interest -- as 
an individual or a group. 


The relocated DC degree (15th 
Virgo) is 


A rather timid but obedient soldier 
who nevertheless undertakes great 
missions and with luck carries 
them off. 
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Ill. The Moon 


(a,b) Both Gemini-rising charts 
have an 18 Aquarius Moon. 


Sabian Symbols: 
A fire quenched. The dynamic 
of cooperation by which the indi- 
vidual gains a high peak of self- 
expenditure...and rehearses poten- 
tialities he would never discover 
otherwise. 


Jones' interpretation fits. The degree 
picture suggests the rest after exer- 
tion. Americans never rest. 


Corelli: 
18th Aquarius is dismal. 


Wickedness and Gloom...life full 
of mishaps and grief 


This is hardly the general public real- 
ity in the United States. 


(c) 26 Aquarius Moon of the 
Sagittarius chart. 


Sabian Symbols: 


An ancient pottery bowl 
filled with violets. The key ¥ 
word is tradition...a high 
realization of values and a 
real gift for using them 
[or]...a loss of self in con- 
ventionality and its mean- 
ingless trappings. 


While the colonists rejected the 
mother country, they did not reject its 
traditions but used them to justify the 
revolution. The Tories adhered to 
conventionality. The rebels adhered 
to the tradition of being a voice, if 
not the power, in government. As the 
melting pot of the world, we certainly 
see ourselves as growing violets out 
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of the universal traditions and experi- 
ence of the whole of mankind. 


Corelli: 
A water source spurts forth by a 
high mountain and dashes down 
filling its boulder-strewn path 
with hissing foam Among his 
neighbors, the native stands out 
like a beacon, but his nature is as 
reckless, and his position as un- 
stable, as water; and the danger of 
tumbling is an ever-present one. 


Public discontent propelled the Revo- 
lution, a rash movement against a 
superior force. Public discontent, 
fads, and follies are hallmarks of our 
ongoing propensities. 


IINAL COMMENTS 

The viability of the United States 
chart with 2°10' Sagittarius rising has 
been demonstrated with five rectifica- 
tion/forecasting methods: primary 
arcs, solar arc, secondary progres- 
sions, diurnals and transits. 
The chart works as a de- 
scription of the Declaration 
of Independence, as an in- 
ception chart describing the 
subsequent course of ev- 
ents, and as the house 
background for major tran- 
sits and the conditions they 
produce. It fits the customs 
and traditions of the times. 
It easily incorporates newly- 
discovered planets and their 
ongoing effect in the affairs of the 
nation and its people. The active de- 
gree areas not forecast in this chart 
can be found in Mutation charts and 
in the main charts of the mother 
country in effect at the time of the 
Revolution and during the formative 
years of our development. Finally, 
the degree interpretations of Ascend- 


ant, Midheaven and Moon of this 
chart fit supremely better than those 
of the most widely used charts. 

The chart of the Declaration of 
Independence must be the chart of the 
United States because it is the chart 
of democracy, capitalism and the rule 
of law. The Constitution did not 
change the course of history. The 
protest that spawned the social con- 
tract concluded on that propitious day 
by men of principle gave birth to 
both democracy and the United 
States. 


Considerations IX:2 
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Greek Rising Signs 


George Noonan's thoughtful article Ancient Astrology: The Key to Modern 
Delineation on page 71 reminded your editor of a test he once set for student 
astrologers. Readers may find it amusing to try it for themselves. It went as fol- 


lows: 


In his Matheseos, the 4th-century Roman astrologer Firmicus Maternus gives 
us the details of the birth charts of five Greek greats: Archimedes, Demos- 
thenes, Homer, Pindar and Plato. He tells us that in each chart Mars, Mer- 
cury and Venus were conjunct in the rising sign, that the Sun is in the II", 
the Moon in the V", Jupiter in the VII", and Satum is placed in the IX". 
Using equal houses from the Ascendant, decide on the appropriate rising sign 


for each of the five charts? 


No prizes if you get them all right. 
Just maybe worry a bit if you don't. 

Although, in his article, Dr. Noonan 
suggests that the charts of two of these 
Greek figures were not exactly correct, 
that doesn't invalidates this exercise. 
Originally these were probably set as 
training exercises for apprentice astrol- 
ogers in 4th century Rome. 

Readers may also wish to consider 
just why the early astrologers thought 
these particular positions of the seven 
classical bodies were so meaningful.

STROLOGY & the Games 

People Play. A Tool for Self- 
Understanding in Work & Rela- 
tionships by Spencer Grendahl. Lle- 
wellyn Publications, 1994. Softcover, 
120 pages. $12.95. 

Spencer Grendahl's describes a 
contemporary psychologically-orien- 
tated, easy-to-apply method for as- 
trologers, beginning and advanced. 

Tri-Astral analysis is concerned 
with the nature of the psychological 
structure of the personality, the pub- 
lic persona and behavior and the inn- 
er world of the psyche. Grendahl 
borrows from Transactional Analysis 
and applies the three personality 
states of "adult", "parent", and 
"child" (adapted from Freud's ego, 
superego and id) to equate with the 
planetary symbols of the Sun, Saturn 
and Moon. Distinctive issues of so- 
cial interaction and intimate relation- 
ships are enfolded through the net- 
working of the planets to the three 
Ego Spheres. When conjunctions 
occur between the Ego Spheres, they 
are said to "contaminate" each other 
and it is necessary then to try to sepa- 
rate their special needs to figure out 
how they can operate independently 
and co-exist in harmony. If one or 
more of these Ego Spheres is chal- 
lenged by hard aspects, or benefits by 
harmonizing aspects, or if the spheres 
alternate with ease among each other, 
then the astrologer/counselor is given 
a peek into the cosmic patterns and 
has the ability to guide his/her client 
towards steps of self-acceptance, 
growth and prosperity. 
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The kinds of aspects to Saturn's Par- 
ent Sphere, for example, will elicit 
information about earlier parental 
scripts, the capacity to be an authori- 
ty figure, the ways in which people 
parent themselves and others, and 
whether they can transcend the gravi- 
ty of prior generational pain. Many 
difficult aspects in the Child, or the 
Moon/Ego Sphere, indicate emotional 
trauma, fear of one's own creativity, 
rebelliousness, inner insecurities. The 
Child also, according to a rather spi- 
cy chapter, details interesting stories 
about an individual's personal ap- 
proach to sexuality. (The Moon is 
"the physical instincts, reflexes; the 
child exploring its body.") The 
Adult/Sun Ego Sphere usually ena- 
bles the person to maintain a sense of 
reality, of emotional balance. The 
element and modality of the sign rul- 
ing this sphere indicates the ground- 
ing orientation of the adult ego, or 
that which makes the adult feel most 
individuated and self-aware. 
Tri-Astral Astrology offers the as- 
trologer-counselor an immediate ad- 
vantage: it provides a foundation 
from which you can start your pro- 
cess of horoscope delineation. Under- 
standing the changeable meanings of 
interplanetary aspects nevertheless 
does require study and experimenta- 
tion. Through its straightforwardness 
and Spencer Grendahl's genuine ea- 
gerness to elucidate the facts very 
carefully, this book becomes an ex- 
tremely useful guide. It might very 
well become a best-seller! 
—Stephanie Forest 


ELATIONSHIPS and Life 

Cycles by Stephen Arroyo. CRCS 
Publications, Sebastopol, CA. 1993. 
Softcover, 220 pages. $10.95. 

In this newly revised book, Ste- 
phen Arroyo speaks the basics of as- 
trology with simplicity, wit and in- 
sight. In fact, because the book reads 
so easily, one can grasp the in-depth 
information without really even try- 
ing. Relations & Life Cycles infor- 
mally transcribes conversations with 
students from several emotionally- 
spirited workshops in California, 14 
years ago. While some of the former 
language style was necessarily re- 
visited from its original printing, Ar- 
royo's analysis of astrological synas- 
try is still current, accurate, truthful 
and eminently understandable. 

In some instances the conversations 
reprinted here are a bit scattered, too 
long and, in at least one paragraph 
describing Mars and Venus experi- 
ences for men and women, the wom- 
en's perspective is all but forgotten. 
Nevertheless, this new edition (con- 
taining a useful index) remains enter- 
taining. So, sit back and enjoy. There 
is plenty in this book to assist anyone 
in their personal pursuit of practical 
astrology. —Stephanie Forest 


AS Kombinierte Fragenhoros- 
kop by Eric J. Weil. Edition As- 
trodata, Wettswil, Switzerland 82 pages. 

This slim book, the result of many 
years of research, may be all that's 
needed to stimulate our moribund 
Horary brethren to ungild their Lilly 
and regard the horary afresh. 

Eric Weil of Geneva is one of Eu- 
rope's most experienced and respect- 
ed astrologers. Here he succinctly 
describes his novel approach to inter- 
preting Horaries. When a question is 
posed, Eric calculates the horary 
chart in the usual way and then addi- 
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tionally erects a composite chart us- 
ing the questioners' natal chart with 
the horary. 

Here, using 25 questions and the 
associated pairs of charts, he clearly 
demonstrates that using the standard 
horary alone (with the standard rules) 
can suggest a an inaccurate response 
to the question. By contrast, the 
composite chart, the way Eric Weil 
interprets it, invariably leads to a 
correct interpretation. 

This book was originally published 
by Cédra of Lyon as Le Theme Hor- 
aire Composé. Depending on the pre- 
ferred language, astrologers who use 
Horary should get either the French 
or German version of this excellent, 
thought-provoking book. —KG 


EW Insights into Astrology 

by Nona Gwynn Press. ACS Pub- 
lications, San Diego, 1993. Softcover, 
424 pages. $19.95. 

New Insights is Ms. Press‘ per- 
sonal compilation of many years of 
investigating and documenting astro- 
logical data with events and the im- 
portant people in her life. 

The phrase “Astrology is the Alge- 
bra of Life" neatly encapsulates this 
approach to astrology. We are given 
multi-level details about number 
symbolism in each sequentially con- 
sidered chapter and a broad hands-on 
numerical analysis of areas of astrol- 
ogy like harmonics, name asteroids, 
lunations and solar returns. Astrolo- 
gers like Zipporah Dobyns are well 
known for their use of numerical pat- 
terns and Ms. Press elaborates fur- 
ther. She will note, for example, the 
arc of separation between any two 
factors not in aspect. Look out, her 
enthusiasm for number symbolism is 
contagious! By the time I finished 
reading the first chapter about 
numbers and timing, I had gone out 
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and bought a digital watch with the 
seconds included as recommended. 

With the complexities of astrology 
and the author's pervasive acceptance 
of nothing as unimportant, a comput- 
er brain with extra RAM seems nec- 
essary to take in the multiples of 
examples and possibilities she pres- 
ents to us. Some people, like myself, 
facing a chart containing at least 29 
asteroids, the Trans-Neps (Uranian 
planets), the planets in our Solar Sys- 
tem, and various other celestial points 
--- 49 points in all! -- will resign 
themselves to just looking at the 
glyphs. 

The third chapter on harmonics is 
the most comprehensive, again with a 
strong attention to details. The reader 
is instructed how to set up a multi- 
tude of harmonic charts, the exam- 
ples focusing on the available materi- 
al of the author's family and experi- 
ences. For example, having been 
married at age 18, Nona looks at her 
18th Harmonic. Here, she says: 


The 18th harmonic is a multiple of 
the 9th harmonic, and so repeats 
some of its aspects and planetary 
pictures. 18 also adds up to 9, and 
so the 9th harmonic's references 
are ascribed to it. The colorations 
of 1 and 8 are applicable. (Of 
course, the references are derived 
from the corresponding house, 
sign and planet.) Completion was 
the goal of my marriage at 18 
years of age. Higher education 
was emphasized... There was 
distant travel - a move to a dif- 
ferent state -- and marriage is a 
matter of law. 


There's no denying the matrix of 
astrological data yielding combina- 
tions of endless cosmic coincidences. 
The synchronistic correlations bet- 
ween aspects in harmonics (and name 
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asteroids) to Nona's personal and 
family life are demonstrated over and 
over again. You, too, can connect the 
numbers and asteroids and planets 
and Uranians, etc. to formulate long 
sentences of associations to your life. 
Associations, guesses even, but not 
meanings. These descriptions are 
applied after the facts for validation. 
It is a common teaching tool to create 
correlations to learn astrological 
symbolism. But we could look at the 
same numbers and come up with an 
entirely different story for the young 
couple mentioned above. To analyze 
an extensive variety of harmonic 
charts (and any other kind of astrolo- 
gy chart), and use spontaneous corre- 
lations as a support, like Ms. Press 
does in this book, does not do justice 
to or justify the astrological technique 
itself. We need to refer back to still 
more substantial research and reliable 
material. Until then we are wanting 
in the knowledge of whether or not 
the technique in question is useful. 
Do not look to New Insights for 
concrete conclusions. (This may be a 
problem with astrological research in 
general.) It is a book of experiments 
and guidelines. It illustrates the pains- 
taking process of developing tech- 
nique for various forays into astrolog- 
ical research. This book is an obvious 
effort of love. —Stephanie Forest

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Guido Bonatti on the use of 
the Triplicity Rulers in the delineation 
of the houses in natal figures

from Guido Bonatti's Liber Astronomiae Tractatus Secundus, part 
three: "On the Being! of the Accidental Circle." The chapter it comes 
from is entitled "On the Significations of the Twelve Houses. Chapter V." 

In what follows one must be familiar with the medieval Triplicity Rulers as 
they are the ones used by our author in making his delineations. They are given 
by Bonatti in the second part of the Second Tractate, Chapter XI, "On the Four 
Triplicities." 


| have adapted the following extract for delineation of natal houses alone 


Rulers of the Four Triplicities 


Triplicity Diurnal Nocturnal Also 
(Element) Participating 
Fire Sun Jupiter Saturn 
Air Saturn Mercury Jupiter 
Venus Mars Moon 
Venus Moon Mars 


Bonatti's Arabic sources (he constantly mentions Adila and Alezdegoz”) re- 
lied heavily on the teachings regarding the triplicity rulers first set forth by 
Dorotheus. Modern astrologers delineate a house via the ruler of the sign on the 
cups of the house. Thus, if the second house has Aries on its cusp, the house 
position, nature and aspects of the ruler (Mars in this case) will be scrutinized 
in order to know the origin and quantity of the native's substance or wealth. 
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For instance, should Mars be in the sixth house, one might say that the source 
of the native's wealth or substance emanates from his own work or skills, or 
from the sale (or slaughter) of small animals, or from military service®. In any 
case the quantity of recompense will be minimal as the sixth house is a cadent 
house‘ and cadent houses are weak. Should Jupiter trine Mars from the X" or 
sextile Mars from the VIII", the story is different, we may expect wealth. 

The Arabs and Bonatti handled the delineation differently. They used the 
method we use, but they also looked to the three rulers of the triplicity of the 
sign on the cusp of the house in question in order to get a more detailed delinea- 
tion than our method can yield. Their approach was two-fold: Having three rul- 
ers of each triplicity (as given above), they could attribute one to the beginning 
or first third of life, another to the middle or second third of life, and the third 
to the end or last third of life. They took as the first ruler of the triplicity the 
diurnal ruler in a diurnal chart (nocturnal ruler in a nocturnal chart). Thus, if 
the Sun were above the horizon in the natal chart, the chart was diurnal and the 
first ruler of the triplicity was the diurnal ruler. 

In our example of the second house, this would be of the fire triplicity 
(Aries) and, hence, the Sun. In the same example, the second ruler would be 
the nocturnal ruler, Jupiter, and the third ruler would be Saturn, the participat- 
ing ruler. As the text translated and edited below will show, the medieval as- 
trologer divided up the native's life into three thirds and delineated his/her fi- 
nancial fortunes by reference to the three triplicity rulers of the second house. 
Thus, in our example, the Sun would rule the finances for the first third of life, 
Jupiter for the second, and Saturn for the third. Each of these would be scrutin- 
ized for its nature and state. Thus should the Sun be in Leo in the V", one 
could say that the first third of the native's life would see money coming from 
children or family money -- today some might say from speculation. The fifth 
house is succedent, hence quantitatively strong, and so a good deal of money 
could be expected from a ruler of the II™ placed therein. The nature of the Sun 
is benefic and increasing; so, by its nature, it augments the money to be expect- 
ed. In Leo the Sun's state is good, so it accomplishes what it promises. Should 
it be afflicted by square or opposition or by conjunction by a malefic, especially 
Saturn, matters bode less good. Typically, in such a case, the Sun will produce 
the wealth and the malefics will cause it to be lost, stolen, wasted, etc. after it 
has been made, or they will bring hardship with the money. 

Both the second and the last thirds of life are delineated in the same way -- 
always keeping in mind the position, nature and state of the ruler in question. 

Another technique the medieval astrologer used was to scrutinize the three 
rulers of the triplicity of a given house (for instance, the II™) and judge which 
of the rulers were the stronger. Let's say, of the three rulers of the fiery triplici- 
ty, Saturn was deemed strongest. Let us posit Saturn being in Aquarius in the 
eleventh house. This would mean that the last third of life would see the great- 
est wealth (via methods of Saturn — that is, through thrift or by scientific, intel- 
lectual or occult methods) and, because Saturn is in the XI", these grave bene- 
fits would accrue from friends (perhaps those whose sense of duty was highly 
developed). In addition to all this, Saturn, by being the strongest of the three 
tulers, also indicates the strongest, most reliable source of income for the 
whole life. Thus, while the native's financial fortunes might ebb and flow and 
even appear to change over his life, coming from one source now and another 
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at a different time, the native will always be able to count on the support of 
friends throughout his life -- or on a source indicated via a derived meaning of 
the eleventh house, such as the brothers of clerics®. The delineation of the other 


houses follows the same paradigm. 


Thus, by shrewd usage of the seven visible planets, considerably more in- 
formation was extracted from the houses by the medieval astrologer then the 
modern astrologer is able to derive using more planets and aspects. Bonatti's 


book is a treasure trove of such tricks. 


The following material has been heavily edited in order to put forth what 
Bonatti says on this subject alone in the section cited. I am presently working 
on a translation of the entire book being assisted by the generous support of 
Rob Hand whose dedication to astrology and to the recovery of ancient astro- 
logical thought is as laudable as it is selfless. 


The translation 


N THE FIRST HOUSE. 

The first house, whose begin- 
ning is from the eastern part, is called 
the Ascendant, as Adila, Zahel, 
Alchabitius and all the other wise 
men said, signifies life and the body 
of any native....and it signifies the 
beginning of life of any nativity. On 
account of this the first house is 
called the beginning of all the houses. 
There is a certain similitude between 
the first house and the one being 
born. As this house ascends from that 
part of the sky which is hidden from 
our view under the horizon to the 
upper part of the sky which we see 
above the earth and comes from the 
hidden to light and from parts occult 
to those manifest, so he who is born 
goes forth from the darkness and the 
confined belly of his mother and 
reaches the light of his time of life 
and the open air’... 

And Adila and Alezdegoz said 
that, in nativities, the first lord of the 
triplicity of the first house signifies 
the life and nature of the native...and 
his pleasures and the things in which 
he delights and what he likes and 
what he hates and what he takes to 
himself whether good or evil in the 


beginning of life, namely in the first 
third part of life. And the second lord 
of his triplicity signifies the life and 
robustness or power and strength and 
what happens to him in the second 
part of his life. The third lord of his 
triplicity signifies that which the first 
and second lords signify and also the 
end of life and whatever happens to 
him in the last third part of his life. 

Whence if anyone's nativity is 
shown to you....look to the lords of 
the triplicity of the first house, that 
is, to the first, second, and third lords 
of that triplicity, and see in what 
condition’ each of them is, and ac- 
cording to what you will see regard- 
ing their condition® judge according 
to that. If the first lord signifies good, 
judge good will happen to the native 
in the first third of his life. If the sec- 
ond lord of the triplicity signifies 
good, good happens to him in the 
second third of his life. And if the 
third lord of the same triplicity signi- 
fies good, good happens to him in the 
last third of his life. Say the same 
concerning evil because if any of the 
aforesaid significators signified evil, 
evil happens to him in the corre- 
sponding third of life. 
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N THE SECOND HOUSE. 

The second house, as Alchabi- 
tius said, signifies substance and ac- 
quisition and male servants and it 
signifies the end of youth?. 

And Adila said that it signifies the 
increase of substance, possessions, 
monies, bezants!°, receipts!!, and 
donations. 

And Zahel said that the second 
house signifies substance, helpers and 
letters. 

And Alezdegoz said, regarding the 
lords of the triplicity of the second 
house,....see which one of them is 
stronger by condition and place, and 
you will do well to make this the au- 
thor of substance and the significator 
of the acquisition of the native.... If it 
were in the MC he will 
find his fortune from a 
king. If it were in the 
house of some luminary, 
he will find it on account 
of religion. Understand 
the same regarding the 
other houses. 

Likewise the first lord 
of the triplicity of the 
second house gives sub- 
Stance in the beginning of life, name- 
ly in the first third part of life. The 
second lord of the triplicity of the 
second house gives it in the second 
third part of life, and the third in the 
third. 

However, that which Alezdegoz 
said regarding the aforesaid significa- 
tors ought to be understood thus: the 
said significator of substance [only 
gives that substance] in the age of life 
it signifies. 

If it were in the I*, the native will 
discover that substance or money on 
account of his own body, namely by 
labor of his own hands, and by indus- 
try and responsibility. 

If in the II", he will find his mon- 
ey and substance by reason of his 


own money”, from the fruits of his 
Own possessions and of his own 
goods, and even through mercantile 
speculations and by other things, e.g. 
by mechanics, and the manufacturing 
arts and those things which are done 
with capital’®, such as by a shoe 
shop" and a furrier shop!*, and the 
like, and on account of any of those 
things which are signified by the sec- 
ond house. 

If it were in the III, he will find 
his substance on account of his broth- 
ers, sisters or neighbors, who are not 
related to him by kin, or by short 
journeys, by those who are less than 
he with respect to wealth and power 
and age, of all of those who take care 
of him for his elders, as is said in the 
chapter on the third 
house. 

And if it were in the 
Iv", he will find his sub- 
stance on account of fa- 
thers and grandfathers or 
of other blood relations 
of greater age than he 
and of people more anci- 
ent than he, or of in-laws 
or, by chance, he will 
find hidden or buried treasure, or on 
account of any of the things which 
are signified by the fourth house. 

If it were in the V", he acquires it 
through children and by short jour- 
neys, which are from two days to 
five days in length, or by reason of 
foods which are sold in taverns and 
similar places, or by reason of games 
or by any of those other things that 
are signified by the fifth house. 

If it is in the VI", he will acquire 
it because of male servants or of 
handmaids or of dogs or birds as 
sometimes hunters do or those who 
purvey small animals which are not 
ridden, such as sheep and the like; or 
by reason of any of those things 
which the sixth house signifies. 


If it were in the VII", he will ac- 
quire it on account of wives or asso- 
ciates or enemies or any of those 
things which are signified by the sev- 
enth house. 

If it were in the VIII", he will 
acquire it by reason of death or on 
account of goods which are inherited 
from the dead; or on account of the 
goods of his wife or enemies or from 
any of those things signified by the 
eighth house. 

If it were in the IX", he will ac- 
quire it by reason of long journeys 
such as are often made by sailors and 
merchants who profit by making 
money!®, and even on account of 
episcopies, abbacies, and other things 
of religion and the like, as well as 
any of the other things signified by 
the ninth house. 

And if it were in the X", he will 
acquire it on account of kings and 
presidents’” as has been said, or by a 
lay dignity such as potestaria’® and 
the like. 

And if it were in the XI", he will 
acquire it on account of friends or on 
account of the king's soldiers or by 
the king's substance, or by reason of 
supposed fortune, or by any thing of 
which the native has hope or of any 
of the other things which are signified 
by the eleventh house. 

If it were in the XII, he will dis- 
cover it on account of hidden enemies 
or on account of prison or imprison- 
ment, as sometimes guards of prison- 
ers do and the like; or on account of 
cows and camels or horses, or any of 
those things which the twelfth house 
signifies. 


N THE THIRD HOUSE. 

Alchabitius said that the third 
house signifies brothers and sisters 
and close friends and loved ones and 
short journeys and that it signifies the 
condition of life before death. 
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Adila said that it signifies both 
male and female blood relations and 
their condition and changes from one 
house into [another] house and for- 
bearance”® and the like. 

Zahel said that it signifies conten- 
tion in sects, letters and dreams, and 
it signifies all sects and all heretics. 

Alezdegoz said regarding the lord 
of the triplicity of the house of broth- 
ers that the first lord signifies the 
younger brothers, the second the 
middle ones, and the third signifies 
the older brothers; and he said that 
their dignity and their condition will 
be according to the places of those 
significators. 

And it seems to me”®, that it signi- 
fies all those things aforesaid and that 
it signifies all blood relatives and kin 
who are younger than the native.... 
and neighbors and even fellow citi- 
zens, both masters and slaves, be 
they mothers or women, rich or poor, 
as I said above. It signifies blood rel- 
atives who care for him on behalf of 
his elders and who revere him and 
obey him and they are lesser than he 
in wealth, power and wisdom and 
who consult him in his deeds and in 
his necessities and who as much as 
possible desire to do his deeds from 
his counsel and assistance. 

If anyone is born and you want to 
know what fortune he will have from 
brothers or from any of the aforesaid, 
see how the lord of the I* holds him- 
self in regard to the lord of the III" 
and how they aspect each other, be- 
cause if they aspect each other with 
an aspect of enmity he will not re- 
joice in them nor them in him, nor 
will he have good from them nor they 
from him. Moreover it is fitting that 
you inspect the lords of the triplicity 
of the third house. If the first [of 
these] aspects the lord of the I" with 
a good aspect, namely a trine or a 
sextile, or receives him, it will be 
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well for him from those brothers 
which are signified by that planet, 
and understand the same regarding 
the other two. And when any of them 
should aspect the lord of the I* with 
an evil aspect, with them and from 
those brothers who are signified by 
that planet there will be evil for him. 
And if the lord of the I* does not 
aspect any of them, it will be for him 
with all and from all brothers just as 
it is with strangers. Understand the 
same with the Moon that which I told 
you regarding the lord of the I*. 
Indeed, whichever of those significa- 
tors' condition be better for those 
brothers who are signified by that 
planet it will be better, both in their 
fortune and in other things; and 
whichever of those significators' 
condition should be worse, for those 
brothers which are signified by that 
planet their condition will be worse. 

Moreover, you ought to know that 
the third house is always the Ascend- 
ant of the brothers and younger rela- 
tives, neighbors and other persons 
which are signified by it. 

Again, if the first lord of the trip- 
licity of the third house were well 
[configurated] with the lord of the 
Ascendant, it will be well for the na- 
tive....with brothers and neighbors 
and younger relatives and others who 
are signified by the third house in the 
first third part of his life and the con- 
trary if they behold each other evilly. 


N THE FOURTH HOUSE. 

Alchabitius said that the fourth 
house signifies fathers, homes, lands, 
grandfathers and all ancestors in the 


same direct line”, males, older men, 
sisters and all inheritances; also those 
things which are inherited from the 
dead and those things which are 
talked about in the eighth house. It 
signifies all immovable things which 
are in the earth or above it, such as 
buildings, towers, cities, castles and 
the like. It also signifies hidden trea- 
sures and whatever is buried or sub- 
terranean. 

And Adila said that it signifies hid- 
den things and prisons and prisoners 
and those who are hidden or placed 
in the earth and whatever happens to 
the dead in their grave and after buri- 
al; also whether there is no concern 
about it as sometimes happens in 
hangings or decapitations or other 
killings. 

And Mansor said that it signifies 
the end of things. 

Alezdegoz said that the first lord of 
the triplicity of the house of fathers 
signifies the father; the second, cities 
and lands; the third, the end of things 
and prisons. Whence it ought to be 
considered in someone's nativity... 
because you ought to inspect the 
fourth house to know the things 
which will happen to the native.... 
from those things which are signified 
by the fourth house or by the lords of 
its triplicity. Or you can see which of 
them is of better condition and judge 
regarding those things according to 
what you see. For if the first lord of 
the fourth house were of good condi- 
tion and should aspect the lord of the 
Ascendant by a good aspect, namely 
by a trine or sextile, or he [aspects] 
him, it will be good for the native..., 
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for the father from that [indication], 
or for the great-grandfather and for 
the mother-in-law and for all grand- 
parents, although the mother-in-law 
is signified by accident by the fourth 
house”. And if, indeed, the second 
[ruler of the triplicity of the fourth 
house] were of good condition, good 
things come to him from houses and 
lands and from inheritances he will 
inherit from the aforesaid persons. 
And if the third were of good condi- 
tion, there will benefits for him from 
prisons and prisoners, as sometimes 
happens to guards of captives and the 
like, and from the ends of things, as 
sometimes happens for those who ini- 
tiate lawsuits, or some war, or by 
facilitating the sale of something bet- 
ween some men at a market, as fre- 
quently happens with the sellers of 
horses or of other things the sale of 
which requires a go-between, and in 
similar things. And if the aforesaid 
significators were unfortunate or of 
bad condition, it will go evilly for 
him from the above mentioned 
things. 

And you ought to consider in what 
part of life this happens to him be- 
cause the first lord of this triplicity 
signifies what happens to the native 
in the first third of his life, and the 
second in the second, and the third in 
the third, as has been said in the oth- 
er houses. 


N THE FIFTH HOUSE. 
Alchabitius said that the fifth 
house signifies children, delights, 
legates, donations, and what is said 
about a man after his death. And re- 
garding the fifth house, he said that it 
signifies sensual enjoyments and 
clothing. 
And Vellius”’ said that it signifies 
charts and books, news and novels. 
Alchaiat”* [said] that it signifies 
everything in which faith is had: 
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honor, a petition, a woman, friend- 
ship, the condition of cities, of fruits 
and of inheritance. 

And Alezdegoz said that the first 
lord of the triplicity of the fifth house 
signifies children and their life; but 
the second lord signifies sensual de- 
lights; and the third, legates. 

Whence the lord of anyone's nativ- 
ity....ought to be looked at to see 
how it holds itself with regard to the 
first lord of the triplicity of the fifth 
house which is called the house of 
children. Because if it should hold 
itself well with it, it will go well for 
him with children and this will be so 
in the first third of his life. If it is so 
with the second in the second, and 
with the third in the third. But the life 
of the children is taken more from the 
first lord of that triplicity that from 
the second or third. 

Now look to the lord of the fifth 
house; how it regards the lord of the 
first house. For if the lord of the V" 
were joined with the lord of the I* by 
a laudable aspect, to wit a trine or a 
sextile, or were in the I", or the lord 
of the I* were in the V", he will have 
children, and especially if Jupiter 
were then in the V", or joined with 
the lord of the V" or to the lord of 
the I by good aspect, or were in the 
II or in the VII" or XI with the 
lord of the I* or with the lord of the 
v", or the Moon with him [i.e. Ju- 
piter], they live and it will be well 
with them. But if Mars were in the 
place** of Jupiter, the native will 
have sons.... Their death will be more 
widely discussed in the [section on] 
judgments and on Nativities in the 
chapter on children. 

Likewise, scrutinize all the lords of 
the triplicity of the house of children, 
and see which of them more nicely 
aspects the lord of the I", or the lord 
of the V", or the fifth house itself, 
because if the I [ruler] should aspect 
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better he will have children in the 
first third of his life. If the second, in 
the second. And is some one of them 
were the lord of the I* or the lord of 
the V", as sometimes happens, it sig- 
nifies children in its own third part of 
the life of the native. 

And this house has these other sig- 
nifications: the goods of the fathers 
and of other related ancestors because 
it is the second from the IV". 
Whence, if its lord were joined to the 
lord of the I" or to the lord of the II? 
and were received by them, the na- 
tive....gets their goods in whole or in 
good part. And if the lord of the II™ 
were joined to the lord of the V", 
and the lord of the V" should receive 
him, the parents get his goods. 


N THE SIXTH HOUSE. 

They said that the sixth house is 
[the house] of slaves and handmaids. 
And this house is called [the house] 
of sicknesses because it is beyond the 
house of play and sensual delights 
which is the V" and it goes toward 
the VII", which is the house of public 
enemies. 

And Alchabitius said that it signi- 
fied whatever of the future is before 
old age, and it signifies the end of 
life. 

And Adila said that it signifies 
familiar servants”® and beasts which 
are not ridden. And the sixth house 
signifies vassals and judgments?’ and 
that it signifies mutation 
from place to place. 

And Zahel said that the 
sixth house is cadent from 
the Ascendant and does not 
aspect it and that it is a ma- 
lignant place. 

And Alezdegoz said that 
the first lord of the triplici- 
ty of the sixth house signi- 
fies infirmities and con- 
valescences from those 


things and from evil things. 

The second [lord of the triplicity] 
signifies vernaculi*® and servants”’. 
The third [lord of the triplicity] the 
things which he may find from them 
and their usefulness and works, and it 
is the significator of beasts or herd 
animals and of all quadrupeds and 
their strength and number and wheth- 
er he holds onto them or loses them?” 
and [it is the significator] of prison 
and detention. 

Whence it ought to be seen how 
the lord of any nativity or question 
regards the lord of the sixth house, 
namely whether it is joined to it by 
trine or by sextile aspect, or bodily 
with mutual or perfect reception®!. If 
it were so the native or querent will 
have fortune in all the things or from 
all the things which are signified by 
the sixth house. But if they should 
aspect each other by the aforesaid 
aspects without a reception, there will 
not be great fortunes for him from 
those things, although there may be 
some kind [of benefit] for him from 
them. But if they aspect by a square 
aspect or by an opposition, without 
reception, it will be evil for him in all 
and from all the aforesaid. But if it is 
with reception the evil will be less. 
But if the lord of the I* should re- 
ceive the lord of the VI", and the 
lord of the VI" does not receive him, 
it will be better for the slaves from 
him than for him from them’?. 
Indeed, they will be infidels 
and frauds with respect to 
him. But if the lord of the 
VI" should receive the lord 
of the I", and the 
lord of the I* does not re- 
ceive the lord of the ", it 
will be better for him from 
them than for them from 
him. Indeed, he does not 
like them, nor does he treat 
them well, though they 


benefit him and though they stand by 
him as faithful servants and faithfully 
transact all his businesses. 

And look to the lords of the triplic- 
ity of the sixth house. If the first 
[lord of the triplicity] were of better 
condition, the aforesaid good things 
happen to him in the first third of his 
life. If the second, in the second. If 
the third, in the third or last. And the 
contrary regarding evil things. 

Slaves differ in condition from 
vernaculi, for slaves are below the 
native in servitude [while] vernaculi 
are without servitude and are in the 
family. And although Alezdegoz said 
that this house signifies quadrupeds, 
he did not have the same idea, unless 
by quadrupeds he meant those which 
are not ridden, such as sheep, goats, 
pigs, dogs, and the like. And chick- 
ens, geese, ducks, hawks, bees and 
the like are comprehended under the 
sixth house -- but not asses and 
horses and the like. 


N THE SEVENTH HOUSE. 
Argaphalon®® said that the sev- 
enth house is the house of women and 
that it signifies weddings and conten- 
tions. 
And Albategni* said that it signi- 


fies participation and opposition and 


every opposed thing. 

And Adila said that it signifies 
wives and war and inimical matters. 

Alchabitius said that it signifies the 
middle of the end of life towards old 
age. 

And Ven” said that it signifies flat- 
terers and sycophants and allies, and 
that it is the house of buying and sell- 
ing, and that it signifies weddings and 
the matter of marriages, and fugitives 
and thieves, killers of travelers, and 
that which is lost. 

And Zahel said that it signifies bat- 
tles because it is the western angle 
and is opposed to the Ascendant, and 
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that it signifies differences which 
appear between some people and the 
querent and the thing asked about. 

And according to some it signifies 
long journeys, just as the I't [does]°°. 
It signifies very short journeys which 
are from one district”’ to another in 
the same land, or from city to gar- 
dens, or from enclosed areas or 
greens adjoining a city, or the like. 
And [it signifies] the culture of deity 
pure and most simple, and all the 
houses of the philosophers, and the 
fore-knowledge of things, and the 
science of the stars*®, and the diviner 
and letters and legates and dreams, 
and faith and divine wisdom and 
health and religion and rumors, and 
every past and preceding thing. And 
it signifies a man displaced from a 
burden or from his own work, and 
the fore-knowledge of future things 
and the things of a future age, and 
thieves and those similar to thieves, 
and wanderings or exiles, and the 
losses of things and their causes. And 
this sign®® is the enemy of the As- 
cendant. 

And Alezdegoz said that the first 
lord of the triplicity of the seventh 
house signifies women, the second 
contentions, but the third associa- 
tions”. 


N THE EIGHTH HOUSE. 

Adila said that the eighth house 
is the house of fear and that it is 
called the house of death. This is 
because it is [the house] of the allies 
of public enemies and follows the 
seventh house which is the opposition 
of the Ascendant. 

And Alboali*! said that it signifies 
labor, sorrow, war and tempters and 
bellicose men and the clients of ad- 
versaries. 

And Alchaiat said that it signifies a 
trust and the management of an es- 
tate, and skills and intelligence. 
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And Zahel said that the eighth 
house succeeds the western angle and 
signifies death and poisons, pleas- 
ures‘, and whatever is inherited 
from the dead, and everything which 
dies, and labor and sadness, and the 
allies of enemies or adversaries. 

And Alchabitius said that it signi- 
fies Almaverith, i.e., everything 
which is inherited from the dead, 
namely both those unrelated to the 
native and those connected to him, 
which inheritance they will possess 
after the death of them. And it signi- 
fies the end of years of life after old 
age. 

And Alezdegoz said that the first 
lord of the triplicity of the house of 
death signifies the death, the second 
ancient things, and the third Almaver- 
ith and whatever one's allies signify. 

And I assent to that which the 
aforementioned wise men said, and I 
say that the eighth house signifies the 
wife's dowry, [her] goods, or the 
measure of enemies or allies. 

He" said, indeed, that it signifies 
usuries. 


N THE NINTH HOUSE. 

And Tiberiadis said that the 
ninth house is [the house] of faith and 
religion, and of long journeys. 

And Adila said that it signifies 
vision and the culture of deity and all 
houses of religion, and the fore- 
knowledge of things. 

And Alchabitius said that it signi- 
fies wisdom, philosophy, scripture, 
books, letters, legates, the narration 
of future things, dreams, and mid- 
life. 

And Zahel said that the ninth house 
is cadent from the angle of the tenth 
house. 

And I say that it signifies fame 
according to how it and its lord were 
disposed. For if the lord of the ninth 
house were of good nature, and well 


disposed, and the fortunes were in it, 
such as Jupiter or Venus, and they 
are free and not impeded, or the 
Head of the Dragon [were in the 
house], it signifies the native's fame 
and his great honor. If, however, 
Saturn were in the house, fortunate, 
or Mars or the Tail of the Dragon, it 
signifies his infamy, and the more the 
malefic is impeded the greater the 
infamy of the native will be. 

Alezdegoz said that the first lord of 
the triplicity of the ninth house signi- 
fies journeys and what happens to the 
native...on long journeys. The second 
signifies faith and religion and their 
health and mode“. The third signifies 
wisdom and dreams, the science of 
the stars and the truth of these things 
as well as auguries and experiences in 
these matters. 


N THE TENTH HOUSE. 

Albuas* and all the other anci- 
ents said that the tenth house is the 
kingly house and that it signifies im- 
perium and rule and professions and 
dignities and offices and every skill 
which you may exercise and be called 
a "master." And he was called Mas- 
ter whom God willed. 

But it [the X"*] signifies mothers, 
the paternal grandmother, and all 
such old women and female friends 
on that side of the family. 

Adila said that it signifies divine 
things and honors and political offic- 
es, and similar things. 

And Al-Kindi said that it signifies 
the king, glory, and fame of praise. 

Albategni said that it signifies 
judges judging a case, and those su- 
pervising projects**. 

And a certain one of the ancients 
said that it signifies the stolen sub- 
stance of a thief. 

Alchabitius said that it signifies 
half the years of life. 

Alezdegoz said that the first ruler 


of the triplicity of the kingly house 
rules power*’ and exaltation and the 
elevation to a higher seat of authority 
and to the highest dwelling. The sec- 
ond [lord] signifies the voice of im- 
perium and audacity in the same. The 
third signifies its stability and durabil- 
ity. 


N THE ELEVENTH HOUSE. 
The eleventh house is the house 
of fortune, faith and hope. 

And Zahel said that it succeeds the 
angle of the Midheaven and that it 
signifies the substance of the king and 
his return or tribute, and his soldiers, 
footmen or aides, and [it signifies] a 
man who follows the king or the first 
prince after him, and it signifies 
praise and sons. 

And Alchabitius said that it signi- 
fies ministers and the end of the years 
of the middle of life, from mid-age to 
the earlier [period]*. 

And Alezdegoz said that the first 
lord of the triplicity of the house of 
faith signifies faith®®, but the second 
{ruler] signifies friends. The third 
signifies utility, or the success” of 
these things. 


N THE TWELFTH HOUSE. 

Adila said that the twelfth house 
signifies hidden enemies, deceivers 
and betrayers, and it signifies cows, 
horses, asses, camels and all similar 
animals which are ridden. It signifies 
injuries, sorrows, breast beatings, 
cryings, lamentations, whimperings 
and the like, blasphemies, prisons 
and malevolences. 

And Zahel said that it signifies 
shrewdness and evil cogitations. 

And Alchabitius said that it signi- 
fies labors and evil intentions; and it 
signifies the end of life and that 
which happens to women from con- 
ception and from birth, either good 
or evil. 
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And Alezdegoz said that the first 
lord of the triplicity of the twelfth 
house signifies enemies. The second 
[lord] signifies labors. The third sig- 
nifies beasts and flocks. And indeed 
others say that all the lords of the 
triplicity of the twelfth house and its 
lord*! signify prisons and prisoners. 

And others have said that the VIII" 
signifies those who have been impris- 
oned. Still others have said that the 
fourth house signifies prisons. How- 
ever, they do not contradict one 
another, because the fourth house 
signifies prisons because it signifies 
capture and the act of capturing itself. 
But the eighth house signifies prisons 
because it signifies the very act of 
being imprisoned. But the twelfth 
house signifies prisons, because it 
signifies the place of the prison and 
the prisoner himself already in pris- 
on. This is how they differ. Moreo- 
ver, all the wise men agree in this, 
that the fourth house signifies prisons 
because it is the beginning of prison 
and incarceration, because if there 
were no capture and the act of captur- 
ing, there would be no incarceration 
nor any act of incarcerating. And if 
there were no capture and act of cap- 
turing, and incarceration and the act 
of incarcerating, there would not be a 
place of incarceration nor any place 
in which anyone would stand in- 
carcerated. And it is called the house 
with respect to incarceration for this 
reason, because it falls from the ori- 
ental line and because it is the joy of 
Saturn, who rejoices in breast beating 
and lamentation and the like. 


XAMPLE from a modern chart: 
Male born 8:59 AM, January 25, 
1947 at Mount Vernon, New York 
(40N55, 73W50). 
The Sun is above the horizon, the 
figure is diurnal, and the diurnal rul- 
ers take the first third of life. 
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8:59 AM, January 25, 1947 
Mount Vernon, New York 
(40N55, 73W50). 


II"? house: The second house (Placi- 
dus) is Aries. The rulers of the Fiery 
triplicity are Sun, Jupiter and Saturn. 

The Sun is in Aquarius in the XI, 
but so close to the XII" as to be in it. 
Jupiter is in the VII" in Scorpio, but 
close to the IX"*, Saturn is in Leo in 
the VI'". If we were to use equal 
houses from the Ascendant, all three 
would be cadent. 

The natives finances have never 
been strong for long. 

Of the three planets, Jupiter is the 
most elevated, has the greatest digni- 
ty by triplicity and sign, and is de- 
termined toward benign affairs 
(X"/VHI" houses). 

The least troublesome source of 
money for the native is via writing, 
lecturing and counseling. He has 
some measure of success in traveling 
and lecturing. He did not begin to 
experience this until after 1980, that 
is, until after age 33 (which we may 
take to be after the first third of his 
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life was over). As the Sun is opposed 
by Saturn, the first third of life was a 
financial disaster. 


X'" house: Applying the 
same reasoning to the tenth 
house (Sagittarius), we ex- 
pect the second third of the 
native's life (roughly ages 30- 
60) to be the most successful 
since, once again, Jupiter is 
the planet in the best condi- 
tion. 


VII house: The seventh 
house is Virgo, Earth. The 
Earth triplicity rulers are 
Venus, Moon and Mars. Of 
these, the Moon and Venus, 
though in cadent houses, are 
so close to their respective 
angles as to force us to re- 
gard them as angular (the 
Ascendant is 12° Pisces and 
the Moon is 11°; the MC is 20° Sag- 
ittarius and Venus is roughly 18°). 

The native's relationships up to age 
30 were pleasant but bohemian (Ve- 
nus is opposed by Uranus). But they 
were fairly stable; he was with one 
woman for thirteen years. From age 
31 or so until now, they have been 
emotional and unstable, rarely lasting 
three years. We can expect that after 
age 60 they will be even less peaceful 
than they have been as Mars, com- 
bust, is also opposed by Saturn. 


ONCLUSION 

While I am not making any sta- 
tistical claims, I have used this tech- 
nique for several years and urge other 
astrologers to try it. The medieval 
use of triplicity rulers to delineate the 
houses of the natal horoscope has 
much to recommend itself. It is a de- 
lineation technique that is easy to use 
and it produces a greater amount of 
information than the currently used 
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“rulerships” alone. Following the medieval approach, I advocate the use of this 
technique along with the rulership technique as a key to the successful, detailed 
interpretation of the natal figure. g

thing to exist as a substance, i.c. to exist or to be. For Thomas Aquinas, esse was "What is 
inmost in each and everything and what is deepest in them all — for it is formal in respect of 
all that is in a thing." In an astrological context, it sometimes means a planet's condition, 
what we, following Morinus, might call its zodiacal state; but may as well mean the planct's 
nature. Here it probably means ens, being or nature. 

Neither of these astrologers are known to me. They are presumably Medieval Arabic writers. 

Military service because the sixth house is service and the military is Mars, and we posit 

Mars in the VI" as ruler of the II™.

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Ancient Astrology: 
The Key to Modern Delineation

well-known individuals of their times to illustrate the viability of their 

art. An examination of these charts will give us an insight into the de- 
velopment of the lore of the astrological natures of the seven classical planets. 
Even more importantly, these ancient charts can give us (finally) an opportunity 
to be more definitive concerning the natures of the trans-Saturnian planets, es- 
pecially Neptune and Pluto whose experience through the signs has been limited 
since their discovery. 

Unfortunately the ancient charts handed down to us are not noted for any 
great precision in the placement of the planets. The almost non-existent measur- 
ing instruments, the extremely crude mathematics available, and the lack of 
modern celestial mechanics has been shown to have led the ancient astrologers 
to errors of 20° or more in the placement of the planets.’ Indeed, in many in- 
stances, ancient charts are described only by placing the planets by sign (and 
even here errors have been noted). With our modern techniques however we 
can overcome the ancient anomalies and construct reasonably accurate charts of 
their time periods. For example, the Anthology of Vettius Valens (fl. 150) pres- 
ents the following: 


X» ncient astrologers, like their modern counterparts, used the charts of 


As for example: Sun, Mars, Mercury [and] Horoscopos in Sagittarius. 

Moon in Leo, Saturn in Virgo, Jupiter in Scorpio, Venus in Capricorn. The 

Moon is allotted the second [interval] since she is second [counting signs] 

from Saturn; likewise also the Sun and Mars, Mercury [and] Horoscopos 

[with reference] to Venus.” 

This configuration occurs on 15 
December A.D. 37. It is the 
horoscope of Lucius Domitius 
Ahenbarbus, later to become 
the Emperor Nero (see Figure 
1). Data: 7:28 AM LMT,

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THe RECONSTRUCTION of ancient charts is far from a trivial procedure. 
Dates, let alone time of day, are noted by their absence. It can take exten- 
sive detective work to put together an ancient horoscope. Firmicus Maternus, a 
4th century astrologer, when describing the influence of Venus, writes: 


If Jupiter and Venus are in conjunction in the sign of Satur, and Saturn is in 
a near-by sign, that is, the second, so that he himself will next come into 
conjunction with Venus, and Mars is in aspect to the Moon and Venus; also 
Saturn is in aspect to the Moon; and Sun is on the MC, and the Moon and 
the Ascendant are both in Cancer: in this case the natives, possessed by in- 
cestuous fury and removed from the protection of any celestial power, 
achieve intercourse with their own mothers or their stepmothers. But if it is a 
woman's chart, she is joined as in matrimony with her father or stepfather. 
Tradition says that Oedipus had such a chart. For in that case the Ascendant 
was in Cancer, the Sun in Aries, Saturn in Pisces, Jupiter and Venus in 
Aquarius, Mars in Libra, the Moon in the nebula of Cancer, and Mercury 
with the Sun.? 


The Neroian chart was an easy construct. The date and time of his birth is 
well known from other sources. But little is known of the historical Oedipus 
other than that written by Sophocles (c. 430 B.C.) in his play Oedipus Rex. Some 
historians place his time circa. 1250 B.C., but this date is admittedly very uncer- 
tain. 

Therefore, using this 
date only as a baseline, 
a search in both direc- 
tions was made from 
the planetary positions 
described by Firmicus 
Maternus. The result is 
shown in Figure 2. 

In only three of the 
fifteen items mentioned 
by Firmicus does this 
chart differ: the Sun is 
not in Aries, however it 
is only 11° off; Mars is 
in Taurus rather than 
Libra; and Mercury in 
Aquarius is not with the 
Sun. In every other 
respect the chart is as 
described for Oedipus 
by Firmicus Maternus. 
Indeed, even the nebula 
in Cancer, when pre- 
cessed back to 743 B.C. Figure 2: Oedipus, 
is at 15° Cancer!* 12:10 PM LMT, 18 March 743 B.C., 

Thebes (Thfvai): 38N19 23E19 
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ASAI, Firmicus Maternus describes the horoscope of the poet Homer: 


Mars, Mercury and Venus in conjunction in Sagittarius in the terms of Venus 
and this is also the Ascendant; and Jupiter from the Descendant in Gemini is 
in opposition in a number of degrees equal to them; and the Sun in Capri- 
corn; and the Moon is in the fifth house in Aries in such a way that she is in 
the head of Aries (in these degrees she indicates blindness); and Saturn is in 
the ninth house, that is, in Leo.* 


Historians usually put Homer as flourishing about 850 B.C.. But some mod- 
ern scholars have put this date at least a century later. Figure 3 is a confirma- 
tion of the later birth date of Homer. 

In Figure 3 only Mercury is truly misplaced from the description. Both 
Mars and Mercury are in the terms of Venus (using the Egyptian terms), and 
Venus is only a degree off from being also in the same term. The Moon is on 
the cusp of the fifth house but in the classical system is a few minutes of arc 
inside the house (if you believe that any computation of ancient planetary posi- 
tions can truly give such precision -- I don't). More particularly, the Moon is at 
the location of e-Aries, the star in the muzzle of the Ram. All in all, this seems 
to be a quite satisfactory solution of the horoscope of Homer.

Noonan: Ancient Astrology: The Key to Modern Delineation 


MICUS Maternus describes the 
charts of other ancient personali- 
ties: Plato (4272-347 B.C.), Archi- 
medes (2872-212 B.C.), and 
Paris Alexander and Thersites 
who are mentioned by Homer 
in the Iliad. The charts of the 
first three of these people are 
appended. 

Both those of Plato and Ar- 
chimedes are close enough to 
the traditional dates as to leave 
no doubt as to their authentici- 
ty. But neither of these charts is 
precisely as described by Fir- 
micus Maternus.’ In the case of 
Plato (Figure 4), Mars is mis- 
placed from Aquarius and Sat- 
urn from Libra. But Saturn is 
very close to the ninth house as 
claimed by Maternus. In Ar- 
chimedes' chart (Figure 5), it is 
Jupiter and Venus that are at 
variance. Note here, however, 
that Maternus was basing his 
descriptions on a word-of- 
mouth tradition that made no 
pretense of any precision. 
While fraught with errors this 
tradition is not to be lightly 
dismissed. Consider the charts 
of Paris (Figure 6) and Ther- 
sites. From the descriptions 
given by Maternus, Paris was 
born on 7 August 968 B.C. and 
Thersites on the 12 January 953 
B.C.! These two dates are so 
close that it puts in doubt the 
traditional date of circa. 1200 
B.C. for the siege of Troy. 

Other ancient astrologers 
describe even more charts. Vet- 
tius Valens gives many exam- 
ples. Firmicus Maternus him- 
self gives those of Pindar (522- 
488? B.C.) and Demosthenes 
(3857-322 B.C.) for example. 
But so far satisfactory solutions bet- 
ween the described charts and the

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actual possible planetary positions 
have not been found. The birth dates

much better known than 
those of Oedipus and 
Homer, and hence one is at 
less liberty to broaden the 
search window. 

And of course even those 
horoscopes given above 
must be considered as high- 
ly speculative. Yet the 
amount of data on which to 
research the natures of the 
trans-Saturnian planets is 
more than sufficient and 
should be used. The birth 
dates, if not birth times, of 
many, many historical per- 
sonalities are also available 
for this research. Modern 
computer technology has 
given us the tools, now is 
the time to make use of 
them.

None of this picky stuff in any way invalidates Dr. Noonan's dating of Homer's birth. If 
the birth was in Chios or Smyrna and not in Athens, to retain the same angles, the LMT 


would be just a few minutes earlier.

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Comments on A. J. Mantel's 
"Exact Astrology" 


by M. J. MAKRANSKY 


RUE Zodiacal Positions. 
] There is nothing extraordi- 
nary about the "TZP", nor 


is nor is there any sense in which it is 
a true zodiacal position -- certainly 
no truer than the regular, old, garden 
variety of celestial longitude, which 
has worked fine for several thousand 
years. And certainly no truer than the 
equivalent "zodiacal positions" de- 
fined by other house systems. 

Consider the figure, which shows 
the celestial sphere with all relevant 
circles and points marked. Four lines 
are drawn through the point P, which 
intersect the ecliptic at points 1, 2, 3 
and 4, 

Point 1 is the TZP, which is the 
intersection of the ecliptic with the 
house circle through P (the great cir- 
cle perpendicular to the prime verti- 
cal, and passing through 
the North Point on the 
horizon and the point P). 
This circle may be con- 
sidered the "cusp" of the 
Campanus, Regiomon- 
tanus, and APC house 
systems. 

Point 2 is the regular, 
old, garden variety of 
celestial longitude, 
which is the intersection 
of the ecliptic with the 
longitude circle through 
P (the great circle per- 
pendicular to the eclip- 
tic, and passing through 
the North Ecliptic Pole 
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and P). This is the "cusp" of the 
Morinus house system. 

Point 3 is the "Right Longitude", 
which is the intersection of the eclip- 
tic with the hour circle through P (the 
great circle perpendicular to the equa- 
tor, and passing through the North 
Celestial Pole and P). This is the 
"cusp" of the Meridian and Alcabitius 
house systems. 

Point 4 is as yet unnamed in the 
literature, the intersection of the 
ecliptic with the vertical circle 
through P (the great circle perpendic- 
ular to the horizon, and passing 
through the Zenith and P). This is the 
"cusp" of the Horizontal house sys- 
tem. 

Not shown (because more difficult 
to depict) are the "zodiacal positions" 
defined by the Placidus and Topocen- 


tric systems; but such points can be 
defined. Of popular house systems, 
only Koch fails to yield such a zodia- 
cal correspondence (due to internal 
inconsistencies in the Koch system). 

The point is that there is no a pri- 
ori mathematical or astronomical rea- 
son to use any of these variant "zo- 
diacal positions" in preference to or- 
dinary celestial longitude; and even 
assuming arbitrarily that we will use 
one, there are no a priori grounds for 
preferring any of them over another. 
In any case, since ordinary celestial 
longitude works well in natal inter- 
pretation (aspects), transits, second- 
ary progressions, etc., why all of a 
sudden do we need a different system 
of measurement when we come to the 
theory of primary directions? 


IHE APC House system 

There doesn't seem to be a clear 
logic behind the definition of the 
APC house system. Basically it's a 
variant form of the Campanus and 
Regiomontanus house systems in the 
sense that all three house systems are 
projections by house circles (great 
circles passing through the North and 
South Poles on the horizon). The dif- 
ference is that in the Campanus sys- 
tem the prime vertical is divided into 
twelve arcs to make houses (which is 
the strict geometrical and therefore 
somewhat uptight way of defining 
houses with house circles); whereas 
in the Regiomontanus system the ce- 
lestial equator is divided into twelve 
arcs (which is a more symbolical and 

therefore swingier way of doing it). 
But dividing the diurnal circle of 
the ASC into twelve, as is done in the 
APC system, doesn't make sense. 
The diurnal circle of the ASC is only 
divided in those house systems (such 
as Alcabitius) which don't project 
with house circles -- and therefore 
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wouldn't normally preserve the ASC 
as a house cusp unless some such ar- 
tificial trick was incorporated into the 
definition. But if you're going to pro- 
ject with house circles, there's no 
point in dividing the diurnal circle of 
the ASC because you'd get the ASC 
as a house cusp anyway. It's a re- 
dundant, pointless procedure. To his 
credit, Mantel at least understood 
(which Alcabitius and users of the 
Alcabitius system have never under- 
stood) that if you are going to divide 
a small circle into twelve to produce 
your mundane houses, then you can- 
not have opposing house cusps (other 
than the angles) opposite in the zodi- 
ac. The Koch system, which divides 
the diurnal circle of the MC, does 
manage to get away with this (oppos- 
ing house cusps 180° apart in longi- 
tude) but at the cost of being self- 
contradictory. 

Moreover, if you are going to con- 
struct a house system based on divid- 
ing a small circle (such as the diurnal 
circle of the ASC), then your mun- 
dane primary directions should be 
proportional between quadrants. 

Thus, a planet should be consid- 
ered to lie in the center of the first 
quadrant (semisquare to the ASC) 
when it lies on the house circle which 
bisects the diurnal circle of the ASC 
in the first quadrant. 

However, Mantel's definition of 
mundane primary directions is not 
proportional between quadrants, thus 
it is a planet lying on the house circle 
which bisects the arc of the ecliptic 
between the IC and ASC which is 
considered to semisquare the ASC. 

The point is, that if you're not go- 
ing to use measurements along the 
diurnal circle of the ASC to define 
your mundane primary directions, 
why use it to define your house 
cusps? 
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IRIMARY zodiacal directions 

There is no reason to use the 
TZP instead of the regular, old celes- 
tial longitude of the planet to take 
these aspects. If we direct a planet to 
conjunction with the ASC in zodiaco, 
then we direct the longitude (ecliptic 
point with same longitude) of the 
planet to the ASC, not the TZP of the 
planet. Nobody else does it Mantel's 
way, not even astrologers (Campanus 
users such as Jayne and Johndro) who 
in other respects adhere to Mantel's 
basic approach. There is no reason to 
use the TZP instead of the regular 
longitude of the planet; and every- 
body except Mantel (me, DeLuce, 
Jayne, Jones, Johndro, Leo, Marr, 
Page, Pollich, Simmonite, etc.) get 
good results by using the regular lon- 
gitude of the planet. This is one of 
the few points in the theory of prim- 
ary directions on which there is com- 
plete agreement among all astrolo- 
gers, except Mantel. 

Apart from the use of the TZP in- 
stead of longitude, Mantel's defini- 
tion of zodiacal primary directions is 
at variance with all traditional defini- 
tions. 

Conventionally, in a zodiacal 
primary direction, a zodiacal aspect 
of the promissor (an ecliptic point) is 
moved along its diurnal (declination) 
circle to the intersection with the po- 
sition circle (in this case, house cir- 
cle) passing through the significator. 
In the zodiacal direction Jupiter 
square Saturn, the ecliptic point 
8°54' Leo (the square to Jupiter's 
natal longitude of 8°54' Scorpio) is 
moved along its own diurnal circle 
(parallel to the equator) until it inter- 
sects the house circle passing through 
natal Saturn. This is pretty much the 
standard way of defining zodiacal 
directions, no matter what house sys- 
tem is being used (only in systems 
other than Campanus, Regiomonta- 
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nus, and APC, the circles of position 
won't be house circles). 

However, Mantel defines his zo- 
diacal primary directions by taking 
the aspect to the significator (rather 
than the promissor) -- or rather, to 
the significator's TZP. In other 
words, the ninety degrees of longi- 
tude in the square aspect are added to 
Saturn's TZP of 19°24' Taurus to 
reach an aspect point of longitude 
19°24' Leo. A house circle is then 
constructed through this ecliptic 
point, and then Jupiter is directed 
bodily along its own diurnal circle 
until it reaches the intersection with 
the house circle through the ecliptic 
point 19°24' Leo (the square to Sat- 
urn's TZP). 

In other words, Mantel's definition 
of zodiacal primary directions is very 
different from the definition of these 
directions in every other house sys- 
tem (this is another point on which 
every astrologer, except Mantel, is in 
complete agreement). So although 
Mantel may not necessarily be 
wrong, he is certainly bucking a 
trend. 


IRIMARY Mundane Directions 
Conventionally, mundane prim- 
ary directions are calculated by di- 
recting the actual body of the promis- 
sor (as opposed to the ecliptic point 
which shares the longitude of the 
promissor, as is done in zodiacal di- 
rections) along its own diurnal circle 
to the point of intersection with the 
position circle passing through the 
significator (or a mundane aspect to 
the significator). The type of position 
circle used depends on the house sys- 
tem; in the case of Campanus, Re- 
giomontanus and the APC house sys- 
tems, the position circles are house 
circles. 
For example, the mundane direc- 
tion Uranus trine Neptune is conven- 


tionally carried out by passing a 
house circle through Neptune, and 
noting the point where this house cir- 
cle intersects the prime vertical (if a 
Campanus direction) or celestial 
equator (if a Regiomontanus direc- 
tion). In the APC system, one should 
theoretically note the point where the 
house circle through Neptune inter- 
sects the diurnal circle of the ASC 
(since this is the circle we divide to 
produce mundane houses). 

Then we measure 120° along the 
prime vertical (if Campanus) or the 
equator (if Regiomontanus) and mark 
the trine point to the significator. In 
the APC system, one should theoreti- 
cally compute a proportion (depend- 
ing on how much of the diurnal circle 
of the ASC is contained in the relev- 
ant quadrant) to determine which 
point on the diurnal circle of the ASC 
is considered to be trine natal Nep- 
tune. 

Then we pass another house circle 
through this aspect point (on the 
prime vertical, equator, or ASC's 
diurnal circle, depending on which 
house system we're using). 

Finally, the promissor (Uranus) is 
directed bodily along its own diurnal 
circle until it reaches the intersection 
with the house circle through the as- 
pect point (the trine to Neptune). 

This method of computing mu- 
ndane primary directions (having 
once agreed on a house system -- that 
is, a definition of "position circle") is 
the only valid astronomical method of 
computing primary directions (zodia- 
cal directions, although more com- 
monly used in practice, are a more 
symbolic method, less strictly geo- 
metrical in their rationale). 

The way in which Mantel com- 
putes his "Primary Mundane Direc- 
tions" is not only less accurate as an 
astronomical model than the conven- 
tional way, but (as noted earlier) it 
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also ignores the supposition that our 
measurements of aspects are to be 
taken along the diurnal circle of the 
ASC. Mantel's mundane aspect point 
is taken to be a point on the ecliptic 
(rather than prime vertical, equator, 
or ASC's diurnal circle) which lies 
(in this example) 120° from the TZP 
of Uranus. Then this ecliptic point is 
directed along its own diurnal circle 
to the house circle passing through 
natal Neptune. 

Again, not only is Mantel's defini- 
tion of mundane primary directions at 
variance with that of all other astrol- 
ogers, but it's not even consistent 
with how he has defined mundane 
position in his own APC house sys- 
tem. There doesn't appear to be any 
logic underlying his definition of 
either zodiacal or mundane primary 
directions. To an unbiased eye, it just 
looks like a lot of messing around 
with numbers, G.I.G.O. 


IHE TIME KEY 

Mantel equates arcs of direction 
to actual lifespan by using a “time 
key" of 1.01096° of arc = one year 
of life. However, he notes that this 
time key is proper to himself, that 
there is no a priori way of calculating 
the time key, and that two persons 
born at the same time and place may 
not necessarily have exactly the same 
time key. 

This is very much at variance with 
standard astrological practice. Con- 
temporary astrological opinion on this 
question is divided into two camps: 
the Topocentrists, who use the Nai- 
bod measure of 0.98565 degrees of

arc = one year of life; and everybody else, who use the True Solar Arc in 
Right Ascension measure (moving the RAMC forward at the same rate that the 
secondary progressed Sun is moving, in right ascension). 

Although there is not universal agreement among all astrologers as to the 
correct procedure, again we find mantel standing alone in his method of equat- 
ing arcs of direction to time. This doesn't mean he's wrong; but even if he's 
right, the fact that the time key cannot be predetermined but must be obtained 
by trail-and-error fudging tends to decrease the user-friendliness of the system. 


HE Proof of the Pudding 

The bottom line on Mantel's system -- and on any proposed system of 
primary directions -- should be whether or not it works in practice; that is, 
whether or not it yields predictions which correlate with life events both in time 
and nature (symbolism). 

Mantel gives only two examples of Primary primary directions from his own 
life (Pluto conjunct Saturn zod., when he developed an allergy, and Jupiter 
square Pluto mund., when he got a new job and the allergy worsened). This 
is not enough data to evaluate the efficacy of his system of primary directions. 
If he wants his theory to be taken seriously (especially since there is no appar- 
ent mathematical, geometrical, astronomical or astrological raison d'etre for 
this system), the burden of proof is on him, to show us how well his system 
predicts life events in many horoscopes, including those of public figures. 

I suggest that all would-be inventors of new house systems or theories of 
primary directions at the very least first peruse my book on primary directions. 


My Response to M. J. Makransky 
and a Challenge 


by A. J. MANTEL 


S you are the expert, whether 

self-appointed or not, on all 

matters concerning Primary 
Directions and House systems, you 
should have no difficulty finding the 
appropriate astrological correlates to 
the 59 different events in my life list- 
ed in Table 1. I ask only that for each 
event the symbolism should be ap- 
propriate and that the timing is as 
good as or better than I have found 
using methods for which you have 
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such contempt. My results for these 
same events, based on TZP, the APC 
houses, the Time Key, and how I do 
Primary and Secondary directions 
(techniques that you ridicule), are 
given separately in Table 2. You 
have asked for a proof of the pudding 
and I am providing it. My challenge 
to you is that you clearly demonstrate 
Primary Directions (in any system), 
or Secondaries, or a mix of the two, 
which are as exact and as appropriate

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as those in the second Table. 

My birth data is "born between 7 
and 8 o'clock in the morning" 
(source: my mother) on August 27, 
1911 at 52°40'27" North, 4°49'20" 
East. My chart was published with 
with my articles in Considerations; 
but as this was rectified using meth- 
ods you reject, you will naturally 
want to start with the original infor- 
mation. 

Your comments clearly show that 
you are unaware of some of the 
achievements of astrologers who live 
in other than the English-speaking 
countries. In particular, I refer you to 
the eminent Astrological Society of 
the Netherlands, Werkgemeenschap 
van Astrologen, which recently cel- 
ebrated its one hundredth anniver- 
sary. During its lengthy existence, 
this society has produced many prom- 
inent astrologers, in recent years 
these have included Leo and J. 
Knegt, Thierens, Ram, Kuhr, Bak- 
ker, Cosman and Esser. Each of 
these prominent astrologers published 
books which continue to be frequent- 
ly referred to in Europe. For exam- 
ple, Tr. von Wohlzogen Kuhr was a 
graduate mathematician and his book 
The Mathematics Manual for Astrolo- 
gers (English translation) is the 
source for the formulae I gave in my 
article for the calculation of the TZP. 
The same book contains the neces- 
sary formulae for the APC Houses as 
well as those necessary for the calcu- 
lation of most of the other well- 
known house systems. You must 
understand that neither the TZP or 
the APC are new ideas, they have 
been around for quite some time; in 
the course of which they have been 
thoroughly tested. 

One of the reasons why the editor 
of this magazine asked me to describe 
these long-known, tested and accept- 
ed methods, together with my own

discovery of the Time Key, is to 
bring a better understanding of these 
effective European methods to Eng- 
lish-speaking astrologers. Some au- 
tomatic resistance to these new ideas 
was expected, but your contentious 
reaction has greatly surprised me. 

The sequence of events was that 
first the TZP were proposed and 
found to be valid. Then a group of 
members of the W.v.A. thoroughly 
researched the different house sys- 
tems. This was not a simple task and 
required the house cusps be accurate. 
Using conjunctions in TZP to the 
cusps, they were able to demonstrate 
that the APC house system gave the 
most satisfactory results. You write 
that this system does not make sense 
to you. What can I say? 

It was Leo Knegt who first dis- 
covered the TZPs, the true zodiacal 
positions. At the time I was a mem- 
ber of the W.v.A. and a pupil of 
Knegt. Like everyone else, he was 
painfully aware that the truth of as- 
trology could not be proven in any 
scientific way (here I am dealing only 
with the technical aspect of 
astrology). The way Knegt explained 
it to me at the time was as follows: 

The influence of a planet expresses 
itself in a plane that is circumscribed 
by a great circle on the celestial 
sphere. The Sun describes a great 
circle on the sphere over a period of 
one year. We know the planets move 
(or appear to move) in circles (but 
not in great circles) which are paral- 
lel and close to the Sun's circle, the 
ecliptic. A planet's distance from the 
ecliptic varies and we term this its 
latitude. It is obvious that, due to 
their latitude, planets do not show 
their influence directly on the ecliptic 
but at the great circle through their 
center. This was well known. In the 
past it was decided that a great circle 
had to be drawn through the planet to

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intersect with the eclip- 
tic. The big question was 
where to draw this great 
circle. In the past it was 
thought that this great 
circle intersecting the 
ecliptic had to have an 
angle of 90°, the short- 
est distance from the 
ecliptic, and therefore 
the planet's latitude, 
passing through the 
North and South Poles 
of the ecliptic. This 
seemed logical, and 
indeed it looks good if 
one does not try to take 
the matter further. How- 
ever, Knegt (he was an 
expert with Primary 
Directions) decided to 
go deeper into the mat- 
ter. He had been getting results with 
his Primary Directions that disturbed 
him. 

As he later described the process to 
me, Knegt asked himself the ques- 
tion: When are two planets really 
conjunct each other? He drew a fig- 
ure similar to the one above and then 
posed these questions: 

1. Are the points ASC and A con- 
junct each other? Yes, they are both 
situated on the same great circle, the 
horizon (position circle), have the 
same poles elevation (here p) and 
both intersect the ecliptic at the same 
point (here the ASC). That fulfills the 
definition of a conjunction. 

2. Are the points L and ASC in 
conjunction? No, they do not fulfill 
the requirements for the definition of 
a conjunction: they are not on the 
same position circle, they do not have 
the same poles elevation, and they do 
not intersect the ecliptic at the same 
point (the ASC). 

Knegt's conclusion was that the 
point ASC is the true zodiacal posi- 
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tion of A, its TZP, but not of L. 

Although this was quite sufficient 
to prove the matter once and for all, 
Knegt was not completely satisfied. 
He wanted to find out the situation 
for an arbitrary point on the sphere, 
not one on the ecliptic. He placed a 
point B on his diagram in such a posi- 
tion that it had the same longitude as 
point A. However, although points A 
and B have the same longitude, their 
TZP has to be different. Only if point 
B is situated on the same position cir- 
cle (here the horizon) as point A will 
they have the same TZP. 

Knegt then added point C to the 
diagram. What is the longitude of this 
point? 0°AR - MC - H. What then is 
the TZP of C? 0°AR - MC - TZP, 
which is not the same as the longitude 
of point C. 

These results convinced him that 
the latitude circle was not the correct 
one. It is the position circle. The 
definition of the position circle is that 
is a great circle that goes through the 
North and South points of the hori- 
zon. The difference between a plan- 
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et's TZP and longitude can vary normally by up to 6° (in the case of Pluto the 
variance can be as great as 16°). When a body has no latitude (like the Sun, it 
is then on the ecliptic) the planet's longitude and TZP will be the same. 

It is not my intention here to repeat everything that is in my two articles. As 
Ihave stated above, and as I also explained in the articles, both the TZP and 
the APC house system were discovered by others some time ago. They have 
withstood many years of testing. Since I first described the Time Key, which is 
my own contribution, in the journal Urania it has been thoroughly tested by 
members of the W.v.A. Its great value is now acknowledged. 

I have shown you the astrological tools that I use, Mr. Makransky, and in 
Table 2 I have given the directions associated with a series of events in my life. 
I also give the differences from exactness -- 48 of the 59 events are covered by 
appropriate aspects with an average orb of 3/74" of 1'. That is the proof of my 
pudding. You may call it G.I.G.O. (garbage in, garbage out), I prefer to term it 
R.LR.O. (right in, right out). 

You have tried to publicly ridicule the methods I am using. As I am always 


willing to learn from “a true master," I say, show me and the readers of this 
magazine how you can do better with your methods.

Catherine Gill writes: 
"M GRATEFUL for Andrew Pat- 
tersons's suggestion to "stand on 
one planet then the other" in order to 
interpret aspects’. He has solved a 
problem for me. 

Using a system of points, and posi- 
tions such as realm, terms and face 
etc., I calculate the strength of the 
seven classical planets then convert 
the result to minutes which I add or 
subtract from the aspectual orbs. This 
means that strong planets have larger 
orbs than weak planets and some- 
times a strong planet may aspect a 
weak planet, but the weak planet does 
not aspect the strong planet. 

Recognising that the strong planet 
transmits but does not receive, and 
the weak planet receives but does not 
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transmit, I have sought how to inter- 
pret this situation for some time, but 
until I read Mr. Patterson's sugges- 
tion I could not visualizewhat was 
happening. Now I can get under the 
skin, so to speak, of the planets and 
imagine from their point of view.

Judy Hall writes: 
HE EDITOR put in a footnote to 
my article on David Icke's chart 
pointing out that Chiron was a 
comet?. I was, of course, using the 
term “planet” in an astrological, not 
astronomical sense, but the fact that 
Chiron is a comet is interesting. 
As I found when researching Chi- 


ron for The Astrology of a Prophet?, 
in esoteric literature (Steiner and oth- 
ers) comets are said to come into our 
solar system, pick up all the psychic 
debris that has been generated collec- 
tively, and then take it out for trans- 
mutation. [Other sources suggest they 
portend plagues, epidemics and as- 
sorted collective disasters!] Chiron's 
entrapment says that this cosmic 
clearing is no longer possible. Hu- 
mankind now has to take responsibili- 
ty for clearing this debris -- what I 
call collective karma. 

Much of the debris comes from 
human suffering down the ages. We 
have to look at where suffering, a 
Chironic concept, takes place and 
what its causes are. A great deal of 
this suffering is created by separation 
and fragmentation, not accepting our- 
selves as part of the whole; from re- 
jecting our spiritual essence. It is 
created out of ignorance and greed. 
Healing comes when we are able to 
intgrate all the many disparate ener- 
gies within the individual and human- 
ity. To create a fusion of opposites 
and paradoxes; to resolve dilemmas; 
to become whole -- all attributes of 
Chiron. 

The fact that Chiron moves closest 
to the Sun in 1996 and, therefore, 
symbolically nearest to conscious 
awareness, enables us to reach 
beyond the purely personal and bring 
into awareness all that separates and 
wounds us. It enables us also to bring 
into consciousness all the higher 
transformatory energies represented 
by the outer planets. As the fusion 
between the animal nature and the 
spiritual essence, between the con- 
scious and the unconscious, Chiron is 
the path to evolution. 

I therefore feel that Chiron's rec- 
ognition as a comet has added to its 
astrological meaning, not diminished 
it. Certainly for karmic work it is 
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invaluable in pinpointing the respeat- 
ing pattern of our inner distress, 
where we are struck. I see Chiron as 
a New Age Shaman acting as go-bet- 
ween for the physical and spiritual 
realms. Chiron initiates us through 
pain and suffering, pinpointing the 
way to where we can die to the past 
and set ourselves free. 

What I found most fascinating 
about the Nature article mentioned 
was that the author, presumably an 
orthodox astronomer and scientist, 
was speculating that Chiron's ap- 
proach to Jupiter might bring about 
the floods and upheavals that had 
been prophesied for the earth: predic- 
tions that David Icke, among many 
others, has been making. Maybe we 
will have the taste of what is to come 
when another comet, Comet Shoe- 
maker-Levy, hits Jupiter later this 

ear?

In each chart Mars, Mercury 
and Venus were said to be conjunct in the rising 
sign, the Sun is in the If"*, the Moon in the V", 
Jupiter in the VII", and Saturn in the IX. 

What is the rising sign in each of the five 
charts? Assume equal houses from the Ascend- 
ant. 


Some people sing in the shower, 
Archimedes is known for jumping 
from his bath and yelling "Eurika" as 
he ran out into the street. History's 
first streaker was 


“an inspired inventor of mechani- 
cal skills....the inventor of the 
sphere showing the course of all 
the heavenly stars....who often 
conquered the Roman armies with 
his mechanical arts." 


He was born with the ascendant in 
Taurus. 
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Demosthenes, "an orator whose 
sentences issue like thunder, able to 
arouse or silence the multitudes by 
his words," was allegedly born with 
Virgo rising. 


Homer, the blind "poet of heroic 
song, who wrote noble and famous 
songs about martial strife and fearful 
battles", the Odyssey and the Iliad, 
was born with Sagittarius rising.

"Mars, Mercury and Venus (were) in 
conjunction in Sagittarius in the terms 
of Venus [12°00'-16°59'] and this is 
also the ascendant..." 


Pindar, "an inspired lyric poet 
who wrote choruses for religious 
poems in many rhythms... known for 
the divine inspiration of his sweet 
songs" was born with the ascendant 
in Libra. 


Plato, the philosopher, "an inter- 
preter of divine and celestial matters, 
who possessed a combination of 
learned speech and divine intelligence 
and was trained by some kind of 
heavenly power to give true expres- 
sion to all secrets of divinity," was 
born with Aquarius rising.

"I used Ross Harvey's Sun 
Prog/Reg method to arrive at a time 
of 7:34 a.m. with a probable error of 
+/- one hour. As an experiment, I 
used the secondary progressed Moon 
against five events, which also point- 
ed to a time around 7:00 a.m. 

At this point I checked planetary 
stations (direct and converse) to ar- 
rive at a possible MC and ASC near 
7:00 a.m. 

Secondary progressions and tran- 
sits refined the time to 6:54:18 CST. 


NTRY # 15: 1:25 pm CST. 

"I was struck first by the near 
drowning incident as being a power- 
ful event for this individual. ...this 
may have come about by Progressed 
Sun coming to Neptune (either natal 
or progressed)...giving two candi- 
dates for the birthtime: 19:43 and 
22:14 GMT, respectively". He 
thought the former time better fitted 
the information provided: Venus in 
the X" and Uranus in the VI" de- 


scribed her work as a midwife. The 
"Scorpio MC [11°] relates to the 
sexuality of midwifery and...to her 
‘great creative passion’ of Indian 
dance"... 

"Further testimony comes from her 
synastry to the United States chart in 
the case of Venus and Neptune." 

To confirm this was the right time, 
he then tested another important ev- 
ent, arriving at the career of midwife 
at age 27. He noted that “secondary 
progressions argued for 9°12' Scor- 
pio to put the Sun on the MC. Also, 
transit Uranus was at this point." 

Using solar arcs and progressions 
he then examined all events given, 
except the births of children, which 
he has found "do not show up clearly 
in either the mother's or father's 
chart, but they do show up in the 
composite or marriage chart."

The time given with strong 
LU-0-UR (in XII" house: large insti- 
tutions such as universities) and UR- 
ME framing the ASC. 

MC/ASC = UR -- chemistry. 

Workaholic - Virgo in DESC. 

Large family: VE/MA = PL. 
Chart places Pluto in V", often found 
in native's with many children. Stated 
time also includes Moon in this con- 
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figuration; and gives MA/UR = LU. 
For a Sun Aries of this generation the 
first-born son [would have been] very 
important: ME-0-JP-0-DESC.

NTRY # 5: 10:55 a.m. 

Details of method used were not 
provided. From his past work, we 
assume this entrant first identified all 
of the possible birth times in the day 
and then chose the one best fitting the 
information given, progressing the 
Midheaven by Naibod in RA and 
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paying close attention to parallels of 
declination between progressed and 
natal planets. 


NTRY # 6: 12:35 p.m. 

Although details were not given, 
we assume from this entrant's past 
work that he graphed the incidence of 
transits for the different events on a 
30° axis. 


NTRY # 7: 5:35 p.m. 

"My approach to the rectification 
was to estimate the position of natal 
Moon. It's longitude ranged from 
11°14' to 25°12' Aquarius, and its 
declination from 11°34' to 16°59'. I 
found two possible declinations as 
15°23' and 13°10'. I finally decided 
on 13°05' as the Moon's natal decli- 
nation based on the following event: 

10/4/1961. Wife left him, taking 

children. Transiting Neptune's decli- 
nation at 13°10' was then parallel the 
Moon's possible natal declination. 
From this declination, I back-calcu- 
lated the birth time to be approx- 
imately 5:35 pm EST." 
The Moon's progressions for the 
death of each parent and for his wi- 
fe's leaving were used to fine tune 
the Moon's longitude to 21°28' 
Aquarius and declination to 13°05’. 


NTRY # 8: 6:30 p.m. 

"I tried the progressed solar 
method first. I could only find 10 
prog/reg aspects, whose mean was 
4:09 pm, but this included one time 
of -10:24 and when this was elimi- 
nated the mean of the remaining nine 
became 7:04 pm. So few times mean 
that this average may not be particu- 
larly accurate, but it should be safe to 
say that the time is either late after- 
noon or night. 
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There are numerous lunar conjunc- 
tions in the solar returns which also 
suggest the same time range, and 
more particularly that the time is af- 
ter 3:00 pm and probably even after 
6:00 pm. 

I was at first inclined to think that 
the LU-0-SA in the 1971 solar return 
(the love affair) was impossible, but 
there is another possibility: as Moon 
and Saturn rule opposite Signs, they 
may rule the I" and VII" houses of 
the solar return. Conjunctions of the 
rulers of these two houses are com- 
mon in solar returns for the year in 
which close personal relationships are 
formed; they signify the union of the 
self with the partner. If this is so, 
Capricorn must be on the ASC of the 
solar return, and this limits the time 
to 5:15 to 7:10 pm. Much the same 
time range (specifically 5:15 to T:A9 
pm) puts Capricorn on the XI" cusp 
of that year's Kinetic solar return Q1; 
as there is also a Moon-Saturn con- 
junction in this chart this again indi- 
cates a love affair (the V" house cov- 
ers romance). I hesitated about the 
significance of Moon conjunct Sat- 
urn, but I have found precisely the 
same conjunction, ruling I" and VII", 
in at least one other solar return for a 
love affair. It is possible that it may 
indicate a significant difference in the 
ages of the parties, but that is just 
speculation as in both cases I do not 
have this information. 

My next step was to look at angu- 
lar planets in the solar returns for this 
time range. Most appropriate planets 
are found in the range 6:00 to 6:45, 
and the mean is 6:30 pm. In the 1974 
solar return (end of affair) Uranus, 
ruling the IV", is conjunct the ASC 
(ruler of fourth conjunct ascendant is 
often seen for the end of a close rela- 
tionship) and Aquarius is on the IV" 
cusp only for times after 6:28 pm."

This was exactly the time 
proposed by Entry # 8, Ross 
Harvey of Sydney, Australia.

Readers should carefully 
consider Ross' methodology, 
which has been described in 
detail in several recent articles 
in Considerations, and his cor- 
rect evaluation of the Moon- 
Saturn conjunction in the 1971 
solar return. 

The data for this rectification 
was provided by Dr. Margaret 
Millard. 6:30 pm is the time 
the native's mother gave. Mar- 
garet has rectified it to 6:34 pm 
EST. 

Margaret kindly (sic) sup- 
plied the correct birth time in a sepa- 
rate sealed envelope. This enabled 
your editor to also try his hand at this 
contest. 

The correct rising sign, Libra, was 
found by listing transit stations (di- 
rect) within two months of each ev- 
ent. There were 76 stations, of which 
15 were in Libra. The next highest 
count was 9 in Capricorn. 

The same stations highlighted three 
degree areas: 2, 16 and 18. The last 
two, 16 and 18, by their proximity to 
each other suggested themselves as 
being close to the rising degree. 

2° Libra as the Ascendant could 
also be eliminated by the complete 
absence of major events in the na- 
tive's life before his marriage in 1941 
at age 25. This indicates a likely noc- 
turnal birth -- 2° Libra rose just be- 
fore sunset while the other degree 
area emphasized by these stations, 
16-18°, rose after.

The time of rising for the average 
of these two, 17° Libra, was then 
calculated. This occurred around 
6:53 pm, which was rounded to 7 
pm. Close, but no cigar.

You'll note that the information pro- 
vided for this new contest is some- 
what different from that given in 
previous contests. It is, we feel, very 
much the type of information a con- 
sulting astrologer often has to work 
with. To compensate for many events 
not being dated exactly to the day, 
the native has kindly provided addi- 
tional information about himself. We 
hope this will persuade astrologers 
who are not too event-orientated to 
try their hand at identifying the time 
of day our subject was born.
